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His Royal Highneſs GEORGE AUGUSTUS FRED ERIC, 
Duke of CoxxwAL T, created: Prince of WALEs. 71 
HE title prince, derived from the Latin word princeps, which in 
the times of the Roman language, had no relation to 
45 royalty, though later times have connected the term therewith, 
is not properly an Engliſh honour, but was judicioufly adopted by Ed- 
ward I. in compliment to his Welſh ſubjects. His particular reaſons for 
- nominating his ſon prince: of Wales, were as follow: the Welſh, being 
uneaſy at their ſubjection, Edward ſent for his queen Eleanor to Carnarvon 
in Wales, in which caſtle on the 25th- of April 1284, ſhe was delivered. 
of a ſon, afterwards Edward II. The principal Welſh chiefs being ſum - 


moned to the caſtle of Ruthlan, agreed to accept for their head the young - \-.

Though prince of Wales is the uſual and pre-eminent title given to 
the eldeſt ſon of the kings of Great Britain, yet as we here treat of him 
chiefly as duke of Cornwall and earl of Cheſter, we are now to account 
for theſe titles. The earldom of Cheſter was annexed to the crown for 
ever by Henry III. by letters patent dated the 31ſt year of his reign 
1247, together with the caſtles of Gannock and D:Mard, who made his 
ſon prince Edward, carl thereof; and the eldeſt ſons of our kings have 
- ſucceeded to = dignity _ _ = * 29 of Cheſter, with the 
principality, having been uni y iament to the principali 
Wes in 21ſt Rick, IL MK 12 8 ls.

Edward the Black Prince was likewiſe -created duke of Cornwall, 
upon the death of John of Eltham, carl of Cornwall, in the mth 

ear of Edward III. the charter of his creation bearing date the 17th of 
March the ſame year, to hold to bimjelf and his heirs, kings of England, and 
to their firſt-borm ſons; and the young prince, then only ſeven years of age, 
was inveſted by a ſword only, which Barnes ſays was the firſt precedent ddr 
the creation of à duke in England. At the * time his Majeſty ſettled 
by patent upon the duke of Cornwall, a large eſtate for the ſupport of his 
dignity ; and thapgh ſome of the lands granted lay in other counties, 
they were made thereby part of the duchy of Cornwall. By other 
letters patent, bearing the ſame date, he farther granted unto him the 
ſtannaries of Cornwall, N with the coinage of tin, and all the 
iſſues and profits thence arifing ; as alſo the profits and perquiſites of the 
courts of the ſtannaries, reſerving only one thouſand marks to William 
Montagu, then earl of * How his heirs, out of the iſſues thereof, 
till lands were provided id earl of that yearly value; and after- 
wards granted, that all the caſtles, honpurs, manors, lands, and tene- 
ments belonging to the dukedom or earldom of Cornwall, which were 
held in dower, or for term of life, or years, whoſe reverſions belonged to 
the king, ſhould remain to this prince, as they fell; and to the eldeſt 
ſons of him and his heirs, as dukes of the aforeſaid dukedom. Since 
which the eldeſt ſons of our monarchs, have been by law accounted dukes 
of Cornwall from the very moment of their birth: and not only the 
eldeſt in reſpect of abſolute primogeniture, but alſo the- ſecond or other 
ſon aſter the death of the former, who enjoyed this title, as was deter- 
mined on the death of prince Henry, eldeſt ſon of James I. in favour 
of Charles, then prince of Wales, afterwards king Charles J. 

As it does not come within our plan to trace the origin, or inheri- 
tance of titles, into the families of others, who may have held them be- 
ore the preſent poſſeſſors, we ſhell not preſent our readers with an abridg- 
ment of the hiſtory of Wales and its princes, previous to the acceſſion of 
the family of Hanover to the crown of Great Britain. 

It is ſufficient for the purpoſe of, this work, to commence the pedigree 
of his royal highneſs from the period when the houſe of Brunſwick- 
. Lunenburg took riſe. Erneſt the Confeſſar, duke of Brunſwick Wolfen- 
" buttel, had two ſons, Henry and William, the latter of whom, proper- 
iy che founder of the houſe of Lunenburg, had ſeven ſons, Erneſt, Chriſtian, 

Anguſtus, Frederic, Magnus, George, and John. Theſe ſeven princes 
agreed that only one of them ſhould marry, and that the iflue of the 
marriage ſhould inherit the Lunenburg dominions. lu the mean while 
the ſame were to be 8 by the elder brother, and by the eldeſt

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furviving brother in ſucceſſion. The lot of marriage fell upon George. 


Erneſt, Chriſtian, Auguſtus, and Frederie, ſucceeded in their turns to 


the dominions of n 

Erneſt, though of a we 
wrote the life of the emperor Juſtinian: he ſucceeded his father in 1592 
and died 1611. Chriſtian was biſhop of Minden, when he became hea 
of the houſe of Brunſwick Lunenburg, which received great additions 
of territory, during his adminiſtration : he died, 1633. Auguſtus ſerved 
as a volunteer under Henry IV. of France, and made a campaign againſt 
the Turks; his inheritance was increafed by the acceſſion of the app 
lity of Calenberg, which fell to him by a family compact. He died 
1636, having firſt reſigned the cy to his brother Frederic, on, 
account of his ill ſtate of health. Frederic was now fixty-three years of 
age. His regency was diſtinguiſhed for the reformation of the coin then 
greatly debaſed in Germany. He ſucceeded to the territories of Harburg, 
and died 1648, aged 74, having furvived his three younger brothers, 
Magnus, George, and John. 1 V 

eorge was one of the beſt foldiers in Europe, and fiding with 
Guſtavus Adolphus, ſucceſs generally attended his valour: Being pot- 
ſoned by a monk in ſome wine in 1639, he languiſhed till 1641, when he 
died with the reputaticn of being the greateſt ſtateſman, a. well as the ableſt 
general of his time. He married Anne Eleanor, daughter of the prince 
of Heſſe Darmſtadt, whom he left four ſons, Chriſtian Lewis, 
George William, John Frederic, and Erneft Auguſtus. He girefted b 
his will, that his eldeſt ſon ſhould inherit the principalities of Zell e 
Grubenhagen, and his ſecond fon that of Calen in caſe of the 
death of either without iſſue, the third ſhould ſupply his room; and ſo 
on to the fourth, on the ſame proviſo, the eldeſt ſurviving ſon having it 
in his option to take his choice of either of the diviſions. | ; 

He was ſucceeded by his ſon Chriſtian Lewis, who founded an univer- 
fity at Lunenburgh, and eretted many other works of great ſtrength, 
magnificence, add utility, He married Dorothy, daughter of Phili 
duke of Holſtein Glukfburg ; and dying in the year 1665, was ſucceed 
in the principalities of Zell and Grubenhagen, which he had choſen, by 
his brother Geothe William ; who proved one of the moſt accompliſhed 
princes of his age, and was engaged in the moſt important events, both 
civil and military, of thoſe times. He'was equally fortunate and amiable 
in his domeſtic as in his public character. He reunited to his family the 
duchy of Saxe Lunenburg, by paying to the elector of Saxony, 1,100,000 
florins, and ſheltered in his 2 the French Proteſtants exiled b 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes. He died in 1705 of the ch 
and ſtrangury, occaſioned by over- heating himſelf in hunting, an exer, 
ciſe in which he much delighted, aged 82 years. He married Eleanor 
of the houſe of Olbreuſe in France, by whom he left only one daughter 
Sophia Dorothy, who. was married to his nephew George, afterwards 
king of Great Britain, 

John Frederic, the third ſon of George already mentioned, in 1649 
embraced the Roman Catholic religion. This prince, extremely polite 
and learned, and a great traveller, by his wife Benedicta Henrietta 
Philippina, daughter of the prince Palatine, had two daughters; Char- 
lotta Felicia, married to Reinald duke of Modena ; the younger Wilhel- 
mina Amelia, to the emperor Joſeph, 3 os

and was preſent with his brother George William, and alſo with the prince = 
of Orange, in ſeveral of their glorious campaigns. Upon the death of 


his-brother John Frederic, he came to the poſſeſſion of the principality of 
Calenberg, in which the city of Hanover is ſituated, where he fixed his 
reſidence. This prince with the conſent of his brother George William, 
duke of Zell, made a kind of intail, by. which the dominions of the 


houſe of Brunſwick' Lunenburg were in future to be inherited without 
diviſion, by the right of primogeniture only. ; 


In 1684, he ſent 5000 men agaiaſt the Turks; in 1689, he joined, 
the allied army, and was inſtrumental in the taking of Mentz, In 1690, 
he had a body of 11,000 men in the Netherlands, under the command 
of his eldeſt ſon George Lewis, who behaved there with great bravery. 
The emperor, and the allies, called upon him to reinforce their armies in 
1692, when he added 5000: men to the troops he had then in Hungary, 
201 ſent another body of 800 to the Netherlands. | | 
_ George William, ving no male iſſue, generouſly waved his right of 
ſeniority, and threw the whole weight of his vaſt merits in the empire 
into his brother's ſcale ; whence this family became the ninth electorate of 
the empire: their pretenſions to that dignity, in point of antiquity, bein 
much better founded than thoſe of many who actually were electors ; an 
by their perſonal. conduct having been highly inſtrumental in ſaving the 
empire from the effects of French ambition. - Accordingly in the aſſfem- 


* bly held at Augſburg in 1689, to conſult about the election of a king of 
the Romans, ſome of the electors declaring the houſe of Brunſwick 


enburg worthy of a ſeat in the electoral college, it was ſoon after re-

Erneſt Auguſtus, che firſt elector of Hanover, married in the 1658, 
Sophia daughter of Frederic, elector Palatine, king of Bohemia, by 


whom he had ſeven children. George Lewis, the eldeſt who ſucceeded 


him, was born May the 28th, 1660 ; Frederic Auguſtus was flain in 


an action * ie Turks in Tranſylvania, in 1690; as was alſo 
Charles Philip, in a battle fought with the Turks in Albania the fame 
year; Maximilian William, the third ſon, died field-marſhal of the Im- 


perial army, in 1726; Chriſtian, on his return from engaging the

French near Ulm in 1703, was drowned in the Danube; the youngeſt» 
Erneſt Auguſtus, became biſhop of Oſnabrug, and died in 1728; and Sophia 
Charlotte was married to Frederic I. king of Pruſſia. Erneſt himſelf 
died in 1698 beloved by his ſubjects. He was a t holar, and 
being one of the fineſt gentlemen of his age, may be conſidered as a 
firſt reformer and poliſher of the German manners. That he was a 
great œconomiſt, appears, not only from the numerous forces he main- 
tained, but from the elegance and magnificence of his court ; where he 
lived with the ftate and attendance of a crowned head, and was conſidered 
accordingly all over Rs He was ſucceeded in his electorate, an 
hereditary 9 by his eldeſt ſon George Lewis. | 
Gec⸗ is, when but' fifteen years of age, had accompanied his 
father at the fiege of Triers in 1675, when he gave amazing proofs of 
valour and intrepidity. In 1676 and 1677, he exhibited freſh proofs of 
courage at the ſieges of Maeſtricht and of Charleroy ; and in 1678 he 
| in the victory, which the nes of Orange gained over the French 
near Mons. In 1685 he joined the Imperial forces, at the head of 10,000 
of Brunſwick and Lunenburg, and thereby enabled the Chriſtians 
to undertake the fiege of Newhaulel, which was taken by aſſault, the 
Turkiſh army repulſed, and Gran relieved. In 1686 he was very ſer- 
viceable at the ſiege of Buda, which the Turks reſolutely defended ; l-ut 
the Imperial troops took it by ftorm, in fight of the Turkiſh army 
marching to its relief: which was afterwards put to flight, and the 
campaign gloriouſly ended. 
In 1688 a war breaking out between the Empire and France, George 
was very aſſiduous to fruſtrate the deſigns of the French. In 1689, at 
the head of his father's troops, he was the chief means of reduci 
Mentz and Bonn; and, in 1690, with 10,000 Lunenburg troops, he join 
the Spaniards, againſt the French, in the Netherlands. He fignalized 
himſelf in the battles near Fleury and Landen, in which, though not 
victorious, the troops of Lunenburg, animated by the intrepid behaviour 
of their young commander, performed wonders. | 
King William having the ſucceflion of the family of Hanover to the 
crown of England greatly at heart, upon the death of the duke of 
Glouceſter, ſon to the princeſs Anne, married to George prince of Den- 
mark, had an interview with the pririceſs Sophia, elefreſs dowager of 
Hanover, in which the meaſure was finally ſettled ; and an act of parlia- 
ment made, intitled an a& for the farther limitation of the crown, and 
better ſecuring the rights and liberties of the people, whereby it was 
enacted, *<* That the moſt excellent princeſs Sophia, electreſs and ducheſs 
dowager of Brunſwick Lunenburg, daughter to the princeſs Elizabeth 
late queen of Bohemia, daughter to James I. king of England, ſhould 
be declared next in ſucceſſion to the crown of England, France, and 
Ireland, after his majeſty king Wiliam, and the princeſs Anne of Den- 
mark, and in default of iſſue, of the princeſs Anne, and of his Majeſty; 
and that the ſaid crown ſhould remain to the princeſs Sophia, and the 
heirs of her body, being proteſtants. The proteſt entered by the dutcheſs 
of Savoy, daughter {to the dutcheſs of Orleans, and grand-daughter to 
Chatles I. upon this occaſion, is too curious and intereſting to be omitted.

That ; = title being thus notoriouſly known and indiſputable, ſtood in 


need of no farther proof. However, ſhe thought fit to proteſt g__ 
all reſolutions and deciſions contrary thereto, in the beſt and moſt ef- 


fectual manner, that might be practiſed in ſuch a caſe; wherein ſhe 


complied rather with cuſtom than neceſſity, , becauſe ſhe had ſo great an 
idea of the wiſdom and juſtice of the king and parliament, that ſhe had na 
- cauſe to fear they would de any thing prejudical to her and her children. 


The princeſs Sophia died of an apoplettic fit in the 84th year of her 
age, a few weeks before the death of queen Anne, by all parties acknow- 
the ornament of her ſex, both by her natural and acquired en- 


dowments. The death of queen Anne, which immediately followed 
that of the princeſs Sophia, made way for the ſucceſſion of his electoral 
| highneſs to the crown of Great Britain, the Scotch Parliament havi 


before the Union ſettled the crown in the ſame line, and their ſucceſſion 
to the: Britiſh realms having been [previouſly confirmed by the treaty of 


Utrecht. Before the queen's death, by amaſter-ſtroke in politics, the elector's

officers of the realm, viz. doctor Tenniſon, archbiſhop of Canterbury;

juſlice of the King's Bench: the perſons added by the elector of Hanover 


were the dukes of Somerſet, . Bolton, Devonſhire, Kent, Argyle, 


Monmouth, and Roxburgh ; the earls of Pomfret, Angleſca, Carliſle, 
gan, Abingdon, Scarborough, Oxford ;-and the lords viſcounts 

end, Halifax, and Cooper. The nation from this appointment 
conceived hopes of his 24 * moderation during his future reign, ſome 
of cheſe lords being known Tories, and indeed his ſubſequent conduct 
was anſwerable to their expectations. However, the earl of Mar, in the 
late reign ſecretary of ſtate for Scotland, a man of more cunning than 
prudence, having been diſappointed in his views, fomented a rebellion 
in Scotland, 1715, which communicated itſelf to England; but the 
rebels were fortunately ſuppreſſed, though ſupported by the pretender in 


perſon : few examples of juſtice were made, and his majeſty by his 


moderation, and the firmneſs of his councils, was conſidered as the 
arbiter of the fate of Europe. | | 
In 1727, having ſettled the ent of Great Britain, he landed on 
the ſeventh of June in Holland; but, on his journey to his electoral do- 
minions, was ſeized with a lethargic diſorder, which carried him off on 
the tenth of June, ſoon after he reached his brother's palace at Oſnabrug, 
in the 67th 8 of his age. His royal majeſty George I. married in 
1682 his couſin Sophia Dorothea, daughter of George William, duke of 
Zell, by which marriage the whole dominions belonging to the princes 
of Brunſwick Lunenburg, both acquired and herelitary, were united in

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By this princeſs he had iſſue the following year George Auguſtus ; on 
the th of November, 1706, created baron of Tewkſbury in the county 
louceſter ; Viſcount Northalterton in the county of York ; earl 
Milford Hayen in the county of Pembroke; and marquis and duke o 


Cambridge. After the acceſſion of his father, he was on the 5 of 


September, 1714, created prince of Wales, earl of Cheſter and Flint: 
being in his own right duke of Cornwall. In the following year the 
South Sea company elected his royal highneſs their governor ; the artillery 
com itioned him to accept of the poſt of their captain general ; 
and on the tenth of April he accepted the chancellorſhip of 'Trinity col- 


nions, he left his highneſs regent of the kingdom. Upon the ſudden 
death of his royal father, he ſucceeded to the throne of Great Britain, 
which he filled till the 25th of October, 1760, when he died at his pa- 
lace at Kenſington, between ſeven and eight in the motning, in the 77th 
year of his age, and thirty-fourth of his reign, greatly regretted by his 
ſubjects for his eminent and royal virtues. 

Though it does not coincide with our deſign to give the 'particulars of 
the long and glorious reign of co” the *. , we cannot paſs over 
in filence thoſe neral heads by which his reign became the moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed in Engliſh hiſtory. 

Upon his acceſſion to the crown of Great Britain he found a ftrong, 
and indeed an inveterate oppoſition to the miniſter who had the greateſt 
ſhare in his councils; and who, from his long poſſeſſion of power, was 
become obnoxious to ſome of the beſt friends of the proteſtant ſucceſſion, 


Finding the oppoſition too ſtrong to be reſiſted, without endangering the 


gu of his kingdom, at the miniſter's own requeſt, he diſmifſed him 
m 
ri 


1 his places, and yet gave him proofs that he was ſenſible of his in- 


n all other reſpects, he conſulted not only the ſafety, but the 
ſenſe of his people, and, by long experience in government, he thereby 


made himſelf maſter of their affections. He was ſupported, in an emi-, 


nent manner, by the duty and gratitude of his ſubjects, when an unna- 
tural and unprovoked rebellion broke out againſt him, in the year 1745, 
which, after it was happily quelled, was puniſhed with leſs blood-ſhed, 
than ever was known under ſuch circumſtances of treaſon ; a few exam- 
les of public juſtice, and thoſe of the moſt criminal, being only made, 
hough he was engaged, at the ſame time, in a war with France, which 


he undertook at the requeſt of his people, and in which he endangered 


his own royal perſon, in defence of the houſe of Auſtria ; and though 
that war was far from being fortunate by land: yet, upon the re-ſcttie- 
ment of public tranquility, notwithſtanding the vaſt expences the govern- 
ment was put to, public credit was rather confirmed than impaired, 


- This 4 evidently, when in a few years after the peace of Aix-la- 


Chapelle, the injuſtice and uſurpations of France, joined to the unmeaſur-

TI uncertainty of the ancient deſcents in this illuſtrious family is 4 
proof of its t antiquity, In our opinion, in which we arg 
confirmed by that able genealogiſt Ralph Bigland, Eſq. Somerſet herald, 
the following is the moſt probable continuation of the deſcent, as it 
accounts for the families quartering the arms of Brus Auber, earl of Paſly

He was ſucceeded by his ſon R Valerine, called Howard, or 
Haward, from his poſſeſſing the caſtle of Hawarden in Flintſhire, His 
ſon William, being born in that caſtle, was named William de Howard, 
and was one of the counſel to king Henry I. by whoſe favour he married 
Maud, widow of Roger Pigod, earl of Norwich, by whom he had iflue 
ir John Howard, knight who, by Helena his wife, had two ſons, John, 
ho died in his father's lite-time, and, by Alice his wife, left iſſue Maud 
his daughter and heir, who married Sir John. Fitz-Urſe, knight. Sir

Other genealogiſts conſider Fulco as the original of 'the houſe of 
Howard, whoſe ſon Galfridus had two ſons, Alan and Humphrey: Alan, 
the eldeſt, was father of William of Wiggen-Hall, who had three ſons, 
John, Afſkitillus, and Walfridus. John, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the 
eſtate of Wiggen-Hall, and married Louiſa, daughter of Germonde, by 
whom he had iſſue chief juſtice Sir William Howard. 

This Sir William had two wives, 1. Alice, daughter, and at length 
heireſs, of Sir Edward Fitton, knight, by whom he had two ſons, Sir 
John Howard, of Wiggen-Hall, and William. 2. Alice, daughter of 
Sir Robert Ufford, knight, by whom he had no iſſue, . 

His eldeſt ſon and heir, Sir John Howard, who was one of the gentle-

His eldeſt ſon, Sir John, having been retained in the king's ſervice 
from ſix years of age, attended Richard II. into-Ireland, and commanded 
on the coaſt of Eflex, to defend thoſe parts againſt an invaſion from the 
French. He died Nov. 17, 1437, in the Holy Land, to which he took 
a voyage, a common act of devotion in thoſe days, but was buried at 
Stoke-Neyland, in Suffolk. This Sir John was ſheriff of the counties of 
Eſſex and Hertford, 24 of Henry IV. as alſo zd and 7th of Henry V. 
and of Cambridge and Huntiagdon, and one of the knights of the ſhire 
for the county of Cambridge in the gth of the ſame reign, He was 
twice married, firſt to Margaret, daughter and heir of Sir John Plaiz, of 
Tofte, in Norfolk, lord Montfichet,. of Stanſtead-Montfichet, in Eſſex, 
who died 1381. Secondly, to Alice, daughter and heir of Sir William 
Tendring, of Stoke-Neyland, in Suffolk, knight, who died 1426, and 
was buried at Stoke-Neyſand.

He alſo accompanied Tho- 
mas, marquis of Dorfet, into Spain, in order to join the Spaniſh forces 
and invade Guyenne; and, when there, the marquis falling ſick, had the 
command of the Engliſh army. In 5 Henry VIII. on the death of his 
brother, in the attempt at Breſt, he was made lord admiral in his ſtead; 
und, as already mentioned, ſignalized himſelf by his conduct at the battle 
of Flodden. Wherefore the king, in conſideration of his valour and fer- 
vice, on Feb. 1, 1513-14, (the day of his father's advancement to the 
title of the duke of Norfolk) created him earl of Surry. 
In 15 20 h4 was conftituted lord lieutenant of Ireland, and landed there

' the Wedneſday before Whitſuntide, with 1000 hotſe and foot. Being in- 


fornied, that © Neal hag invaded Meath, he prepared ro encounter the 
rebel, and with the militia marched to Shane. On which O Neal, 
frightened at his name, retired, and ſoon after implored pardon, which 
was granted on his promiſing future obedience. 
In October following, he received a commiſlion of martial law, with or- 
ders to knight O Neal, and other Iriſh potentates, 
Having in 1521 drove the Dirns, who had roſe in rebellion from 
hace to place, into their faſtneſſes and lurking holes, he called a parlia- 
ent at Dublin, and enacted many good laws. At length being indiſpoſed 
in health, and-weary of the government, he obtained leave to return to 
England the following year, having gained the hearts of the Iriſh by his 
valour and acceptable conduct. May 26, he landed the emperor, 
Charles V. at Dover, and was conftituted admiral of all his dominions. 


In this year alſo he was conſtituted lord treaſurer, and afterwards general 


of the king's whole army againſt the Scots. 

In 1523, a commiſſion was granted to Thomas earl of Surry, treaſurer 
and admiral of England, the kiag's lieutenant in the North, for levying

In 1524, his father being dead, he had a ſpecial livery of his lands, 16

caſtle, hondur, and-manor of Folkingham in Lincolnſhire ; as alſo 7 
veral other manors: and was one of the commiſſioners far treating of 
peace with France at More in Hertfordſhire. Several commotions hap- 
pening, about this time, by Wolſey's iſſuing proclamations, for raiſing 
money without conſent of parliament, his grace was ſent, with the duke 
of Suffolk, to try the inſurgents of Suffolk, where he acted with great 
moderation and lenity. He was alſo commiſſioned, with that nobleman, 
to demand the great ſeal from Wolſey ; and was one of the lords who 
ſubſcribed the articles againſt that cardinal, On the diffolution of 
- monaſtery of Filcheſton, in com. Suff. by the Pope's conſent, in order to the 
foundation of thoſe famous colleges in Oxford and, Ipſwich; which cardi 
nal Wolſey firſt propoſed, the duke obtained a grant in fee of that reli 
ious houle, Sag MN.

In October 1532, he attended the king to Bologne, where Henry v 
molt magnificently received by Francis I. king of France; . 
grace and the king elected knights of the order of St. Michael, 
The ſame 6 obtained à grant, in fee, of the manors of Acton- 
Burnell, Holgat, Abbiton, Miflenchop, Langdon, Chatwall, Smyth- 
cote, Woolſtanton, Oppyngton, and Ruſhbury, irt com. Salop, with the 
advowſons of the churches thereunto belonging. In 1533, he was conſti- 
tuted earl-marſtal of England; then ſent ambaſſador to France;

In 1535, he was again ſent into France, with the biſhop of Ely, to 
treat about a revocation of the cenſure, which the Pope had given againſt 
Henry for his divorcing his queen.

In 1542, being made captain - general of all the king's forces in the North, 
he entered Scotland with an army of 20,000 men, and waſted the 
marches, without any offer of battle by the Scots. In 1544 being made - 
captain-general of the rear of the king's army, deſigned againſt France; 
as alſo general of the whole, until the king's coming over, he beſieged 
Montrueil.

Henry, earl of Surry, eldeſt ſon of Thomas duke of Norfolk, on May 1, 
1540, was one of the chief defendants in the tournament at Weſtminiter. 
In 33 Hen. VIII. on St. George's Day, he was elected knight of the moſt 
noble order of the garter: and, in 1542, ſerved in the army (whereof 
his father had the command) as lieutenant-general. In; 1544, on the 
expedition to Boulogne, in France, he was field-marſhal of the Engliſh 
army; and, after Fe conqueſt thereof, was conſtituted lieutenant and 
=. 2—a general of the king's whole army within the town and county of 
oulogne. 
This noblemen was the delight and ornament of his age and nation. 
His ſorinets in praiſe of Geraldine, his firſt love, exhibit an elegance 
compoſition before unknown in the Engliſh poetry. The lady Ehzabeth, 
ſecond daughter of Thomas Fitzgerald, earl of Kildare, married Edward 
Clinton, earl of Lincoln, by whom ſhe had no iſſue.

Three days after, the duke was exa- 
mined by the privy-counci}, who ſuppoſing all the letters had been burnt, 
according-to his directions, and ignorant of the confeſſions of his ſervants, 
denied that he held any correſpondence with the queen of Scotland, o 
which he was ſent to the Tower, Sept. 4, 1571, together with the earls - 
of Arundel and Southampton, lord Lumley, lord Cobham, Thomas his 
brother, and Sir Henry Percy, &c. ; ETD 

Upon his re-examination, after the return of the queen from her ſum- 
mer progreſs, when he heard the confeſſions of his friends and ſervants, 
and was ſhewn the queen of Scotland's letters, he expreſſed the utmoſt 
aſtoniſhment ; requeſted the council to intercede in his behalf, and pro- 
miſed to explain all his tranſactions; affirming ſolemnly, that he had 
never agreed to any ſcheme that might tend to the prejudice of his ſove- 
reign, or diſturb the quiet of her kingdom. He confeſſed that he knew 
of, but had always declared againſt the ſchemes formed for ſetting the 
queen of Scotland at liberty ; and that he was no ftranger to Ridolpho 

roje& ſor ſurpriſing the queen, ' ſeizing on the Tower of London, and 
etting Mary at liberty, though he had never engaged in it. The ſub- 
ſtance of this confeflicn, together with thoſe of his ſerzants, was, with 
many exaggerating remarks, delivered to the lord mayor of London, with 
orders to communicate the contents to the citizens, in a common hall: a 
like narrative was diſperſed throughout the kingdom, to diminiſh the 
duke's popularity. . N | 

On January 16, 1571-2, the duke- was brought to his trial in Weſt- 
minſter-Hall, before —_— George Talbot, earl of Shrewſ- 
bury, acting as high-ſteward. He was arraigned for having entered into 
a treaſonable correſpondence againſt the queen's dignity and life ; for 
having treated of a marriage with the queen of Scotland, contrary to his 
ſolemn engagement; for having ſupplied the earls of Northumberland, 
Weſtmoreland, and other traitors, with money ; for having requeſted 
auxiliary forces of the. pope, the king of Spain, and the duke of Alva, 
to ſet the queen of Scots at liberty, and reſtore the popiſh religion in 
England ; and, laſtly, for having relieved lord Herries, and others of 
the queen's enemies in Scotland. He was denied the priviſege of coun- 


cil; and though no part of the charge, amounting to treaſon, could be 


proved againſt him, he was found guilty, to the attoniſhment of all un- 
prejudiced perſons, and the unſpeakable regret of the nation in general. 

The duke remained under ſentence four months ; but, upon an addreſs 
ef both houſes of parliament, alledging his death was neceſſary for the 
queen's own preſervation and the peace of the kingdom, ſhe ſigned the 
warrant for his execution, Accordingly this unfortunate peer, ſune 2d 
following, was beheaded on Tower- Hill, where he ſuffered with great 
fortitude, proteſting the innocence of his intention towards the queen, 
and rofeliing the proteſtant religion. His grace was the enn and 
beſt beloved nobleman in * The tears run down the cheeks of

His grace, after the death of his firſt dutcheſs, married Margaret, daugh- 
ter and fole heir to Thomas lord Audley, of Walden in Eſſex, and chan- 
cellor of Eagland, widow of lord Henry Dudley, by whom he had er 
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three ſons ; Thomas, afterwards earl of Suffolk; Henry, who died young ; 
and William, anceſtor to the earl of Carliſle ; and two daughters, Eliza- 
beth, who died in her infancy ; and Margaret, married to Robert Sack- 
ville, earl of Dorſet. His laſt wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Francis 
Leyburne, of Cunſwick in Weſtmoreland, knight, widow of Thomas 
lord Dacre of Gilleſland, by whom he had no iffue. . 
Philip, his eldeR ſon and ſucceſſor, was a Roman catholic. The ſen 

' tence of the father had tainted his, blood as duke of Norfolk; but as 
the honour of Arundel Was local and deſcended to him by his mother, it 
was not affected by, the attairider, and in her right he was earl of Arundel, 
and was ſummoned to parliament by that title 1579-80, and then reſtored 
in blood by a ſpecial act, and made a privy counſellor. This nobleman

I. he was reſtored in blood by a& of parliament, and 
to all ſuch titles of honour and precedence, as Philip ęarl of Arundel loſt 
his attainder ; as alſo to the honour, ſtate, and dignity of earl of 
Sarry ; and to ſuch dignity of baronies as Thomas duke of Norfolk, his 
grandfather, loſt by his attainder. But the baronies of Clun, and Oſ- 
waldeftrie, in Shropſhire, the ancient inheritances of the Fitz-Alans, 


. earls of Arundel, were beſtowed on his great uncle, the earl of North- 


ampton, by whom they were transferred to his nephew, Thomas earl of 


Suffolk. 
He married when but 20 years of age Alithea, third daughter and co- 


| heirof Gilbert Talbot, earl of Shrewſbury, and by her had large poſſeſſions ; 


her two ſiſters dying without ſue, 


In 1607, he was made one of the privy-council to king james I. who 


did him the honour to ſtand godfather to his eldeſt ſon, James. In 160g, 
being obliged to travel for the recovery of his health, he viſited France 
and Italy. Upon his return, he was in May 1611 at Windſor inſtalled 
knight of the moſt noble order of the Garter, with Charles prince of 
Wales, 

The year after, at the marriage of the prince Elector Palatine with the 
princeſs Elizabeth, only daughter of king James, Feb. 14, 1612-13, the 
earl of Arundel carried the ſword, and ſtood on the right hand of his ma- 
jeſty during the ceremony. And was alſo one of the four, commiſſioned

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he viſited Italy a ſecond time, from whence he returned to England ir:

On the removal of the lord chancellor Bacon, in 1621, the ſeal was

This high office was never in any coun- 
try ſo well ſuppor.ed as by the earl of Arundel ; and next year he ob-

manding him to proceed accordingly. | | 
But ki theſe honours could not bias the earl from the duty he owed his 
country, and, diſapproving of the meaſures of the miniſtry, he ſeldom 
came to court, but when obliged to do it by his ſtation and offices. 
Upon the acceſſion of Charles I. the earl was continued in his places; 
and was one of the king's ſupporters at his father's funeral, and one of

ated as carl-marſhal, February 2, 1625-6. The ſame year he had a 
nt of the wardſhip of the body, and leaſe of the lands of Henry, lord 
tafford, to whom he was related, during his minority.

= Auguſt 1640, the Scots ſeizing Newcaſtle, the earl was made gene- 
ral for the ſouth of Trent; but this commiſſion expired in November fol- 
lowing, the king being obliged to ſummon a parliament, wherein the 
power and juriſdiction of his court was queſtioned. He acted as high - 
ſteward at the earl of Strafford's trial, March 22, 1640-1, and.conduQ- 
ed himſelf with. the ſtricteſt impartiality. Not long after he petitioned: 
his majeſty to be reſtored to the dukedom of Norfolk, and his petition 
being backed by many of the nobility, £8 letters patent dated June 6,. 
1644, 20 Charles I. in conſideration of his ſpecial ſervices, and great. 
merits, as alſo in reſpect of his lineal deſcent from Thomas aof Brother- 
ton, earl of Norfolk, ſon of king Edward I. he was created earl of Nor- 
folk, with limitation to the heirs male of his body. Diſappointed of the 
dukedom, and foreſeeing the troubles that threatened the nation, he re- 
ſigned his ſtaff of ſteward of the houſhold, and reſolved to travel with his 
family. An honourable opportunity ſoon offered, the care of conducting 
Mary de Medicis back, who had reſided in England two years, was com- 
mitted to the earl, which he did in July 1641. The earl ſpent ſome 
time at Utrecht, whither he had formerly ſent his grandchildren to be 
educated. In the beginning of the winter he arrived in England; but 
being indiſpoſed in Nis health, another fair occaſion offered to quit his 
country honourably before its ruin. The king, in the beginning of the 
ſummer, having matched his eldeſt daughter, Mary, unto William, the 
young prince. of Orange, the queen, deſirous of * herſelf for a 
time, embraced this occaſion of conducting her daughther to Holland, 
and this noble peer had the honour to be the principal nobleman that. 
waited on the queen and the princeſs thither, embarking at Dover in 
February 1641-2, and never after returned to his native country. 
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Having ſpent ſome time in Holland, he went to Antwept, where he 
and his lady took their laſt leave of each other, the recovery of his health 
inducing him to go to the Spa, from whence he travelled through France 
to Italy, with two of his grandſons, then grown up. Here he met with 
two misfortunes; Thomas, his eldeſt grandſon, loſt his ſenſes ; and his 
third grandſon, Philip, afterwards the famous cardinal Howard, was, 
at Milan, ſeduced by an Italian Dominican friar, and became one of that 
order, notwithſtanſting all poſſible means uſed to prevent it. This t 
earl having ſpent four or five years abroad, moving from place to place, 
retired to Padua, where, about the end of the year 1645, he was viſited 
by his eldeſt fon, lord Mowbray, . 

In 1646, being on the point of returning home, he was ſuddenly taken 
ill at Padua, and died October 4, 1646, in the fiſty- fifth year of his age. 
Tbe earl was tall of ſtature, Nis countenance was majeſtical and grave, 
his viſage long, his eyes large, black, and piercing, had a hooked noſe, 
and ſome warts or moles on his cheeks : his countenance was brown, his 
hair thin both on his head and beard ; of a ſtately preſence and gait, ſo 
that any perſon who ſaw him, though in never fo ordinary a habit, 
could not but conclude him to be a great perſon; his garb and faſhion 
drawing more obſervation than did the rich apparel of others ; ir bein 
a common ſaying of James Hay, earl of Carliſle Here comes the earl 
of Arundel in his plain ſtaff, and trunk hoſe, and his beard in his teeth; 
that looks more like a nobleman than any of us.” He was more learned 
in men and manners than in books, yet underſtood Latin very well, was 
maſter of the Italian language, and 2 tron of learned men. He 
was the greateſt favourer of arts, eſpecially painting, N de- 
N carving, building, and the like, that this a uced ; his col - 

ion of deſigns being more than of any perſon living, and his ſtatues 
ſuperior in number, value, and antiquity, to thoſe in the houſes of moſt 
roms to procure which, he had perſons man v employed both in 
taly, Greece, and ſo generally in any parts of Europe wherein rarities 
were to be had, which were by him placed in the garden, and are accu- 
rately deſcribed in that tract of his, intituled, Marmera Arundeliana. 
He was alſo the firſt perſon that brought into this country uniformity in 
panes, The earl's corps was brought into England, and buried at 
Arundel in Suſſex. |

Sir William Howard, the ſecond ſon, made knight of the Bath in 
February 1625-26, at the coronation of king Charles I. having wedded 
Mary, ſiſter and heir of Henry Stafford, Stafford, the laſt heir 
male of the illuſtrious family of Stafford, dukes of Buckingham, earls of 
Stafford, &c. was, with his ſaid wife, by letters patent, dated September. 
12, 1646, created Baron and Baroneſs Stafford, of Stafford-caſtle : and on 
Nov. 11 following, viſcount Stafford, His lordſhip was one of the five 
peers impeached by the Houſe of Commons of being concerned in that 
commonly called the 'Popi/h Plat; for which he was tried on November 
30, 1680, and after the trial had laſted five days, was, upon the evi- 
dence of Titus Oates, and others, convicted of high-treaſon. His lord» 
ſhip being brought to the ſcaffold, on December 29 following, aſl 
kis innocence to the laſt, — — —— that the witnells agai 
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him had ſworn falſely, and ſubmitted to the ax with compoſure 
and devotion. On June 3, 1685, a bill paſſed the houſe of Peers, 
ntitled, ** An act for reverſing the attainder of William, late viſcount 
tafford ;*” in the preamble to Which, it was aſſerted.

The male line of this noble branch of the illuſtrious houſe of Howard, 
became extin& in the perſon of John-Paul Stafford-Howard, fourth earl 
of Stafford, who died without iſſue, April 2, 1762. 

The eldeſt ſon of the earl of Norfolk, Henry-Frederick, lord Mow- 
bray and Maltravers, married 2d, Charles I. Elizabeth Stuart, eldeſt 
daughter of Eſme, Duke e ; but the match being without his 
majeſty's conſent, he and his lady were confined at Lambeth, under the 
care of Archbiſhop Abbot. But, on his father's coming into fayour with 

the king, he was called up by. writ on March 21, 1639, 15 Car, I. to 
the houſe of Peers, by the title of lord Mowbray. His lordſhip adhered 
faithfully to king Charles, was one of the noblemen at York who ſub- 
ſcribed a PA „to obey no orders or commands, not warranted by the 
laws of N and to defend his majeſties perſon, crown, and g. 
together with his juſt and legal prerogatives, againſt all perſons w 
ever, &. And ſerved as a volunteer in the royal army till the latter end 
of 1645, when being ſent for by his father, he went to Padua, and was 
preſent at his death, October 4, 1646, whereby he became earl of Arun- 
del, &c. and heir to his great eſtate ; but the kings affairs being now 
totally ruined, the parliament had taken poſſeſſion of it: however in 
November 24, 1648, it was voted, ** 'That the earl of Arundel ſhould 
8 admitted to the compoſition of his eſtate for 6, oool. in he had 
ſuffered loſſes by the parliament's forces; and that the 6,0001, ſhould be 
paid for the uſe of the navy. | 

He afterwards departed this life, at his houſe in Arundel-ftreet in 
the Strand, on April 7, 1652. He had iflue, nine ſons, and; three

duke of Somerſet, earl of Hertford, viſcount Beauchamp, lord Seymour, 
governor of the perſon of the king's majeſty, and protector of all his 
realmy ; lieutenant-general of all his armies, both by land and ſea; lord 
high treaſurer, and earl marſhal of England; governor of the iſles of 
Guernſey and Jerſey, and knight of the moſt noble order of the garter. 


On the 16th alſo of Feb. 1546-7, his brother, Sir Thomas Seymour, 


was created baron Seymour, of Sudley ; and, on the 12th of March fol-_ 
lowing, he gbtained for himſelf a patent for the high offices of protector 
and governor of the king and his realms, beſides a penſion of 8000 marks 
a year, granted on the gth of July thereafter, and to be continued during 
the time he ſhould be protector. In ſhort, the whole authority, power, 
and prerogative of the crown was veſted in him, during the king's mino- 
rity, or till he attained to the age of eighteen years compleat. In the 
Pear 2547, he marched wich gn army into Scoclaud, with a view to effetk 
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a match between the young queen and his nephew, but not being able to 
gain his point amicably, a battle was fought at Pinkey, within five miles 
of Edinburgh, in which the Scots, though ſuperior in numbers, were en- 
tirely defeated. In his return, he obliged ſeveral of the Scotch nobility 
.£o take an oath of fidelity to his nephew, reduced Hume-Caſtle, Rox- 
burg, and other places, and garriſoned them with Engliſhmen, and made 
a kind of triumphant-extry into London, with 80 pieces of cannon taken 
from the Scots. But now his brother, a vain, vicious, and turbulent 
man, was uſing his utmoſt endeavours to plant and undermine him, 
not only with the epi oak har with the king himſelf, notwithſtand- 
ang he confirmed him in his place of high-admiral, and paſſed a pa- 
mo ee . large eftate. N e earl of „ ee a 
Hold, worthleſs man, but powerful lament, joined the 
againſt the duke, confifting moſt of the 1d nobility, who envied his 
eſs. 'To find employment for his brother, the protector ſent him 
with a ſquadron of ſhips, and 1200 land-forces on board, to make a de- 
. ſcent on the coaſt of Scotland; but though he landed in two places, he 
was repulſed at both, and returned, A- loſs of half his landmen, to 
England. However, notwithſtanding all the difficalries the protector la- 
boured under, he made a great progreſs in the Reformation. Images 
were entirely removed out of churches, auricular conſeſſion was aboliſhed, 
A new office of communion was drawn up, the public offices in the church 
ſervices were reviewed, and a new catechiſm and liturgy publiſhed. All 
the gentle methods that the, protector could uſe to reclaim his brother, 
und make him deſiſt from his raſu, unwarrantable, and treaſonable prac- 
tices having failed, he was, on the 19th of Jan. 1549, after ſeveral exa- 
minations, cammitted to the Tower, upon a charge conſiſting of thirty- 
three articles. Still the duke offered to drop all proceedings againſt him, 
provided ke would ſubmit himſelf, and retire to a private life in the 
country; but he rejected all his offers: whereupon a bill of attainder 
having been paſſed againſt him both in the houſe of lords and commons, 
the aſſent given to it, the admiral was executed on Tower-hill, 
on the 2oth of M 1548-9, upon a warrant from the council, three 
days before. The p „ however, ſuffered almoſt as much by his 
death, as he could have done by his life, 1 looking upon it as 
contrary to nature for one brother ts deſtroy er, and every body con- 
demning the attainting a man, without hearing him, as contrary to na- 
tural juſtice, About this time the duke built the palace of Somerſet- 
houſe, the materials of which, beſides thoſe of a churck dedicated to the 
Virgi _—_ and three epiſcopal palaces that ſtood on the ſame ſpot, 
conſiſting of churches, cloiſters, and charnel-houſes, gave occaſion to much 
popular clamour. In ſhort, the diſcontents on the above-mentioned ac- 
counts, on that of incloſures, the ili ſucceſs againſt the Scots, and others, 
became fo violent, being fomented by the duke's enemies, eſpecially the 
_ monks and prieſts, that chere were inſurrections almoſ all over 
ngland ; but they were all ſuppreſſed in a ſhort time, either by force or 
good b The Party, however, * * the duke, boch in the 
council among the nobility, with the earl of Warwick at their head,

cil waited in a body upon the king at Windſor, and the protector, with all 
has friends, excepting Cecil, afterwards the great lord Burleigh, were ſent, 
under a ſtrong priſoners to the Tower. In a few days a charge, 
conſiſting of twenty - eight articles, was drawn up againſt him by a com- 
mitice of council, importing in ſubſtance, that he had acted in an arbitrary, 
illegal manner, without the concurrence of the council, or che majority: 
of it. A the atrocity of this charge, as neither the pub- 
lic in general, nor the leading men in the oppoſition, believed him in- 
tentionally guilty of treaſon, either-agair the king or the conſtitution, 
i was thought ſufficient to exclude him, for the future, from the admini- 
tration of affairs. Accordingly a revocation was publiſhed by letters 
patent, of the authority of governor of the king's perſon, and protector 
of the realm, granted to duke of: Somerſet. The duke, | 
finding that the parliament that met immediately after his fall, and that 
had been ſo pliant to his will while in power, had quite abandoned 
him, was fain to ſubfcribe to the articles exhibited againſt him, and to 
implore the interceſſion of the lords for the king's pardon for himſelf 
ad. family. Upon this, a bill was brought into parliament againſt him, 
and paſſed, by which he was turned out of all his places, and — 9 
of his eſtate, then the greateſt in England.; but the king, of his ſpecial 
favour, and at the humble petition of the lords of his council, gave him 
back ſome part of it. In a few months after this he was ſer at liberty 
from the Tower, but confined to his houſe at Sion. |

tion, and ſome difficulties that had been impoſed upon the of the 


latter during his adminiſtration. Upon the concluſion of peace with | 


Fronce, lord Hertford, the duke's eldeſt ſon, was named as one of the 
hoſtages on the part of England, for the performance of it; and in 1550, 
upon, the king's removing to Greenwich, he was diſcharged from his con- 
fnement, and firſt in to court, and then to a ſeat in the council. 
He afterwards received ſeveral other marks of the king's favour, and re- 
covered ſome more of his eſtates, notwithſtanding the earl of Warwick, 
biſhop Gardiner, and the papiſts, were continually plotting his ruin. 
Gardiner accuſed him as the cauſe of his being ſo long impriſoned in the 
Tower, without being brought to a tryal. But all the diſcouragements the 
duke met with did not relax his zeal for the reformed religion, which 
every day took deeper root, by the influence of the foreign divines whom 
ke had, brought into England. | 
About the end of the year 1550, the duke ſettled a company of foreign 
woollen manufacturers in the abbey of Glaſtenbury, which turned out ſo 
much to the profit of the nation, that even after the duke's death, the 
privy council gave orders for all his engagements with them to be conti- 
nued, and the company enco The unwearied efforts and intrigues, 
however, of the earl of Warwick, and his other enemies prevailed fo far, 
that the king at laſt gave way to his being arreſted and ſent to the Tower, to 
which his ducheſs, and all who were known to have any dependence on, 
or correſpondence with him, were alſo committed. It was on the 17th of 
October that he was arreſted, and on the 1ſt of December following, he 
was brought to his trial. The charge againſt him conſiſted of five parts; 


firſt, of raiſing men in the North parts of the realm; ſecond, of aſſem- 
bling men to Kill the duke of Northumberland ; chird, of reñſting his 
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attachment; fourth, of killing the gens d'atmes; and raiſing London 5

and fifthly, of aſſaulting the lords and deviſing their deaths. Of all the

that he ſhould be hanged as a felon, The duke preſented à petition to the 
king, in which he-threw/ himſelf upon his 'mercy ; but the confeſſion © 
one Sir John Barleville, à priſoner at the Tower, that he had been Hired 
by him to aſſaſſinate ſome of the lords; ſeems to have determined the king to 
reje& all applications that the duke made to him for merey. On the 22d 
of January, he was brought to the ſcaffold on Tower-Hill, where, after

ſpending: ſome time in his devotions, exhorting the people to obedience, 
and . b. ing himſelf from all ill deſigns againſt the king and govern- 
ment, he Jaid hin had on the block, and ſuffered the fatal blow. His 
head and body were carried in a coffin to the Tower, and buried on the 
north fide of the choir of St. Peter's; all men-lanietting his untimely 
end. This great duke was twice married; firſt to Catharine, «daughter 
and coheir of Sir William Fillol, of 'Fillol-hall-in Efſex, knight, by whom 
he had two ſons, Sir John Seymour, and Sir Edward Seymour, both 
knights; from the latter of which the preſent duke of Somerſet is de- 
ſcended. He had alſo three ſons and three daughters by his ſecond wiſe, 
Anne, darghter to Sir Edvard Stanhope, of Sudbury, in Suffolk, and of 
Rampton, in Nottinghamſhire, knight, and heir to her mother Elizabeth, 
ſiſter to John Bourchier, earl of Ewe in Normandy, by Anne his wife, 
daughter and ſole heir of Thomas of Woodſtock, duke of Glouceſter, ſe- 
venth and youngeſt ſon of Edward III. king of England. - n 
In conſequence of the proviſions and limitations in his patents of crea- 
tion, occaſioned by his partiality to the children of the ſecond marriage, 
and the aſcendant that their mother had acquired over him, Edward, 
eldeſt ſurviving ſon by his ducheſs Anne, was, by courteſy, earl of Hert- 
ford, during the life-time of his father, and was complimented with the 
ſame title for eight years after his deceaſe, till the 13th of January 1558, 
when he obtained from queen Elizabeth a patent of creation for the earl- 
dom of Hertford. In the parliament that met immediately after his fa- 
ther's death, all the honours and titles of dignity, together with 5000 per 
annum, were taken from him, ſo that there was only 2100 per annum left 
him. In all 3 ueen Elizabeth would have reſtored him to the 
dukedom of Somerſet, ad he not drawn on himſelf her reſentment, by 
marrying the lady Catharine Grey, who being younger fiſter to lady Jane 
Grey, had the ſame pretenſions to royalty. as the queen; and by the will 
of Edward VI. had actually a prior right to the crown. Both of them, 
therefore, were committed to the Tower, but to ſeparate apartments; and 
commiſſioners appointed to enquire into the validity of the marriage, and 
the legitimacy of their offspring: The earl not chuſing at that time 
to produce his evidence, the commiſſioners pronounced the marriage un- 
lawful ; or rather, that there did not appear to be any marriage at all, 
and ſentenced them to ſuffer ſuch puniſhment as the queen ſhould deem 
adequate to their crimes. In conſequence of this they were ſtill confined 
in the Tower, till the lady having been delivered of a ſecond ſon, the earl 
was ſummoned to the Star Chamber, and charged with vitiating a maid 
of the hlood royal; breaking priſon, and lying with her, after ſhe —

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been found not to be his wife. He replied, that having lawfully married 
the lady Catharine, and finding the priſon doors open, he went to com- 
fort her in her ſadneſs, and pay his conjugal debt. This not ſatisfying the 
aſſembly, he was fined 3000 pounds, and recommitted to priſon; the validity 
of his marriage, however, was afterwards eſtabliſhed before a court of com- 
mon law. After nineteen years impriſonment his lordſhip was ſet at li- 
berty ; and, Jady Catharine having died in priſon, be married à ſecond, 
and, after that, a third wife, but had no iſſue by them, His ſecond wife 
was Frances, daughter of William, lord Howard of Effingham; and the 
third, Frances, daughter of Thomas lord Howard, of Bindon. From the 
time of his enlargement to his death, he ated only once in a public ca- 
pacity, viz. | When he went in the reign” of James I. ambaſſadoy to the 
arch-duke, to ratify a peace, the preliminaries of which had been previ- 
oully ſettled. He lied do a very advanced age, namely tothe year 1621, 
and was buried in the cathedral of Saliſbury. His lordſhip's iſſue by lady 
Catharine Grey were three ſons and à daughter. The two eldeſt died in 
the life-time of their father ; but the ode; who married Honora, 
daughter of Sir Richard Rogers, of Bramſton, in the county of Dorſet, 
knight, was the father of three ſons and three daughters, Edward; the 
eldeſt of the ſons, died eight days before his father, and in the ſame 
year with his uncle. He married Anne, daughter of Robert Sackville, 
earl of Dorſet, by whom he had a ſon, who died young. The ſecond 
fon was William, afterwards duke of Somerſet. - The third, Francis, 
baron Seyraour of Trowbridge. * Catharine, the aunt of theſe, died un- 
married; but their uicle married Iſabel, daughter of Edward Onley, in 
the county of Northampton, by whom he had no iſſue. Of their filters, 
Mary and Anne died infants; but Honora was married to Sir Ferdinand 
Sutton, knight of tae Bath, and at that time heir apparent to Edward lord 
Dudley, by whom ſhe had a daughter, named Frances, afterwards baroneſs

William, the ſecond ſon of Edward, lord Beauchamp, and grandſon to 
Edward earl of Hertiord, gave early proofs of a riſing genius, and would 
probably have ſoon made a great figure, had he not incurred the reſentment 
of king James, (as his grandfather had done that of queen Elizabeth) by 
marrying Arabella Stuart, a near relation of the king's. - Having been 4 
committed to the Tower on that accbunt; he found means to eſcape be- 2 .

moſt gallant manner. In 1643, he was made groom of the ſtole to his 
majeſty, elected chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford, and appointed 
lieutenant general of all his majeſty's forces, When the duke of Rich- 
mond, the earl of Southampton, and carl of Lindſay ſaw that there was 
a deſign upon the king's life, they generouſly offered themſelves as facri-' 
fices 157 e ſafety of their ſovereign, as having been by their office of 
privy counſellors, the adviſers of the meaſures imputed to him as crimi- 


nal; and after his murder, having with * difficulty obtained leave MW 
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the parliament, they paid their laſt duty to him, by attending him to the, 


place of interment. During the uſurpation he was deprived of the chan- 
cellorſhip of Oxford, but reinſtated in it at the Reſtoration. On the Reſto - 
ration he was inveſted with the noble order of the garter, and, by a ſpe- 
cial act of parliament, paſſed the following September, reſtored to the ti- 
tle of duke of Somerſet, with limitation to the heirs male of Edward, late 
duke of Somerſet, begotten on the body of Anne his wife, with all privi- 
leges, as fully and amply as if the act of attainder, in the fifth of Ed- 
ward VI, had neyer been made. He ſurvived theſe inſtances of his royal 
maſter's favour-only ſeven weeks, when he departed this life, at a very 
advanced age, and was buried at Great Bedwin. By his ſecond wife, 
Fran daughter of Robert Deyereux, earl of Eſſex, he had iflue five | 
ſans and four daughters. The ſons were, William, Robert, Henry, John, | 
and Edward; William and Robert died unmarried ; Henry, commonly 
called marquis of Hertford, died at the age of twenty-eight years, leaving 
by his lady, daughter of Arthur, lord Capel of Hahdam, a ſon, the 
third duke of Somerſet, and three daughters, the eldeſt of whom died 
young, but the youngeſt was married to 'Thomas lord Bruce, afterwards 
earl of Ailſbury, and as heir to her brother, brought Tottenham park, 
Lavernack foreſt, and other poſſeſſions to that family, which are now 
the property of lord Bruce. John Seymour was afterwards duke of So-

married firſt to Richard viſcount Molineux ; then to Thomas, earl of 
Southampton; and laſtly to Conyers, lord Darcy, afterwards earl of Hol- 
derneſs, but died without iſſue ; Arabella, the ſecond, died unmarried ; 
Mary, the third, was married to Heneage, earl of Winchelſea; and

William, the ſecond duke of Somerſet, and ſon of Henry, marquis of 
Hertford, ſucceeded his grandfather in his honours and eſtates when under 
age, but died at Worceſter houſe in the Strand, A. D. 2671. | 
John, fourth duke of Somerſet, and uncle of the former, died without 
iſſue in the ycar 1675, and was interred in Saliſbury cathedral. He 
married Sarah, hter of Sir Edward Alſton, prefident of the college of 
phyſicians, and widow of George Grimſton, Ei; ſon of Sir Harbottle 
Grimſton, maſter of the rolls. 
For want of male iſſue in the two laſt dukes, the title reverted to Francis, 
22 to Francis Seymour, third grandſon of Edward, earl of Hert- 
ord, and next brother to William the ſecond duke. His father and grand- 
father had been ſucceſſively barons Seymour of Troubridge, a title which 
the 1 had firſt in the year 1640. They had both been twice mar- 
ried, and the former left iſſue a ſon and a daughter; but the latter had, 
by his firſt wife, a ſon and two daughters, and by the ſecond five 
ſons and two daughters. Francis, his fourth ſon, ſucceeded his father 
as baron Seymour, in the year 1665, and in 1675 became duke 
of Somerſet, and earl, but not marquis of Hertford, that honour having 
been limitted to the male iſſue of William, . ſecond duke of Somerſet. 
This nobleman having been in company with ſome French gentlemen, 
whom he had met with in his travels, when they affronted ſome ladies of 
quality at Lerice, in the territory of Genoa, was ſhot dead at the door of

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| by the death of the laſt duke without iſſue, the honours of the family 
devolved upon his brother Charles, who was born in 1662, and twice 
married. On the 8th of April, 1684; his grace was admitted of the 
moſt noble order of the garter, and after the death of Charles, was of 
the privy council to his ſucceſſor James II. He was very. ſerviceable in 
Yefeating the rebellion raiſed by the duke of Monmouth, in the Weſt of 
England: It would be unpardonable here to paſs over in filence an inci- 
dent that did t honour to his grace. When the Pope's nuncio ' 
made his ſplendid entry at Windſor, in 1687, the king having com- 
manded his grace, who was then in waiting, to attend the nuncio to his 
audience, he deſired to be excuſed from an office which the laws of the 
land made criminal. The conſequence af this was, the loſs of his places 
of gentleman of the bedchamber, and colonel of dragoons, which he 
choſe to forego rather than wound his conſcience and honour. In 1688, 
he ſucceeded the duke of Albemarle in the chancellorſhip of Cambridge. 
As he had joined in the invitation -of the prince of Qrange, when hi 
highnefs became king, he was made preſident of the council, and one of 
the lords of the regency, when he went for the laſt time over to Holland. 
At the acceſſion of queen Anne, he was continued of the privy council, 
and, on the 3d of * following, appointed maſter of the horſe. He 
was alſo one of the commiſſioners for the Union-treaty. - In 1710-11, 
the ducheſs of Somerſet ſucceeded the -ducheſs of Marlborough, as 
miſtreſs of the robes, and firſt lady of the queen's. bedchamber, His

zeal and vigilance, joined to that of ſome other friends to the pro- 
teſtant ſucceſſion, in all probability put a ſtop to ſome proceedings that 
were then apprehended. to be carrying on againſt it. In the Iift from 
Hanover of the lords to be added to the great officers of ſtate, upon the 
ueen's demiſe, his grace was one, and he employed the authority he was 
ereby veſted with, fo as to be a great means of preſerving the peace 
and quiet of the nation. On the 31ſt of Auguſt, in conſequence of an 
order from Hanover, the dukes of Somerſet and Shrewſbury, and lord 
Cooper, demanded the ſeals from lord Bolingbroke, and ſealed up. the 
door of his office. Upon the arrival of George I. he was nominated a 
member of the privy council, and re-appointed maſter of the horſe, the 
laſt of which, abs! . — he threw up in diſguſt the year 1 
when Sir William Wyndham, his ſon-in-law, was committed to 
Tower. And though he continued of the privy-council, he accepted of 
no poſt during the remainder of his life. He Bled at his ſeat at Petworth in 
„ on the 2d of December, 1748, and on the 26th of the fame 
month, was buried in Saliſbury cathedral. A fine marble ſtatue, done by 
Ryſbrack, with an elegant Latin inſcription, at the expence of his 
daughter, by his ſecond marriage, was placed in the Senate-houſe of 
the Univerſity of Cambridge, in July 1756. He was twice married, 
as we obſerved before : by bi firſt ducheſs, daughter and ſole heir of 
Joceline Percy, the laſt earl of Northumberland of that family, he had 
three ſons, and four daughters, viz. Algernon, afterwards duke of Somer- 
ſet ; Percy, and Charles, who died both unmarried ; Elizabeth, who was 
married to Henry Obrian, earl of Thomond, in Ireland, but died without 
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ſetſhire, baronet, and by him was mother to the late earl of ort, 
and the preſent earl of Thomond ; Frances, who died unmarried ; Anne, 
who married Peregrine, marquis of Caermarthen, and afterwards duke 

By his ſecond ducheſs, Charlotte, daughter of Daniel, earl of Win- 
chelſea, the duke of Somerſet had two daughters, namely, Frances and 
Charlotte; the former of whom was married to the late marquis of Gran- 
by, and the latter to Heneage Finch, now earl of Avlesſord. 

Che honours and eſtates of the family now devolved upon Algernon, ſe- 
venth duke of Somerſet, the eldeſt (and only furviving fon) of the laſt duke, 
who departed this life the 17th: of February, 1749-50. He married 
Frances, daughter of Henry Thynne, ſon of Thomas, viſcount Wey- 

mouth, by whom he had a fon, George, — called lord Beauchamp. 
who died at Bologna, A. D. 1744, in the life-time of his father and 

randfather; and a daughter, Elizabeth, married in 1740, to Sir Hugh 
mithſon, baroner, now duke of Northamberland. "$3 

Algernon, the laſt duke of Somerſet, having left no male iſſue, the 
dukedom and barony {for the other titles, which were ſubſequent creations, 
went, according to their reſpective limitations, to different perſons, as 

will be ſeen in the ſequel of this work) devolved upon Sir Edward Sey- 
mcur, of Maiden-Bradley, in Wiltſhire, the 7th in lineal deſcent from 
Edward, firſt duke of Somerſet, by his wife Catherine Fillol, according 
to the tenor of the patent. His grace, who was born in the year 1694, 
when his right of Receflicn had been evidently proved by Sir Dudley 
Rider, then attorney-general, and a report-made to his majeſty, was, on 
the 23d of November, A. D. 1750, ſummoned to the houſe of peers. 
He had been elected one of the ar un rn for Saliſbury in 1741. His 

was chief mourner at the funeral of his royal highneſs Frederic 
prince of Wales, and, in the year 1752, obtained a grant of the offices 
of warden and chief juſtice in eyre of all his majeity's foreſts, parks, 
chaces, and warrens, beyond Trent; and was alſo conſtituted lord heute- 
nant of the county of Wilts. He married Mary, daughter of Daniel 
Webb, of Monkton-Farley, Wilts, Eſq: and niece and heir to Edward 
Somner, of Seend, near the Devizes, Wilts, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue 
four ſons and one daughter. The ſons were, Edward, the preſent duke ; 
lord Webb Seymour, who inherits his maternal grandfather's eltate at 
Monkton-Farley ; lord William, barriſter at law, who married, in 1767, 
Miſs Maltravers, of Melkfam, Wilts; lord Francis, dean of Wells, 
who married Catharine, daughter of the rev. Mr. Payne, and fifter of 
the countefs dowager of Northampton. Lady Mary, his daughter, was 
married to Vincent Biſcoe, of Auftin-Friers, Eſq; and died in the year 
1762, leaving iſſue a daughter, Mary, and a 2 Seymour 1 


® As we have not room to be more particular, we ſhall, in this note, give a brief 
detail from the protector, Edward, of that branch of the family from which his grace 
was immediately deſcended. We have alreudy obſerved, that the protector had two ſons 
by his firſt Iady, of whom Sir John Seymour, Knight, the eldeit, died witheut iſlue, 
and was ſuccceded by his brother, Sir Edward, who poſſeſſed a large eſtate ia Devonſhire 
© and Wiltſhire, and married jane, daughter of John Walſh, Eſq; by whom ke left iſſue, 
at his deatlr, one ſon, Sir Edward Seymour, Bart, who married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Arthur Champernop, of Dartingtou in Devonſhire, by whom he had iſſue hve fons 
and four daoghters.

Sir Edward, the third baronet, and eldeſt ſon of Sir Edward the ſecond, was ſeveral 
times member of parliament, in the reigns of Charles I. and II. and of James II. In 
that of Charles II. he was alſo appointed vice admiral of the county of Devon. He 
married Anne, daughter of Sir Willam Portman, of O:chard Fortman, in Somerſet- 
ſhire, by whom he had five ſons and one daughter. John, the ſecond of theſe ſons, 
was a colonel in the Engliſh fervice, and married a daughter of Sir Richard Kennedy, 
Kat. Hugh, the third, was ciptain of the Reſolutien frigate, and was killed in the 
Dutch war; William, the fourth, died unmarried; Henry, the fifth, by the will of his 
uncle, Sir William Portman, inherited the large eſtate of the Poxtmans, at O:chard- 
Portman, and alſo took the nme of Portman, He married two wives, bat died with- 
out iſſue. Elizabeth, the daughter, was married to Sir Joſeph Tredenham, of Tre- 
gony, in Cornwall, Knight. Edward, the fourth haronet, and eldeſt ſon of the third, 
ſucceeded his father in 1683, This gentleman made a grent figure during the reigns of 
Charles II. James II. king William, and queen Anne. He was moſt ot that time of 
the privy council, and either member or ſpeaker of the houſe of commons, During 
the ſame period he alſo held many of the moſt confidersble places under the crown. 
He had a greit command of ſpeech, and his eloquence was pecviiarly adapted to an 
Engliſh houſe of commons. In ſkort he was a zealous Tory, and always either the 
firſt man in the miniſtry, or the conductor of the oppoſition. He died at Maiden 
Bradley in 1707, and was buried in the family vault there, where a ſtately monument 
was erected to his memory.

HEN the ducheſs of Orleans,” daughter to Charles I. and ſiſter 
to Charles II. viſited the court of England, ſhe was accompanied 
by a/ French lady, named Louiſe Rente de Peuencovet de Keroualle, 
95 ed one of the molt beautiful, as well as accompliſhed ladies of that 
time.

Henry, the ſecond, and eldeſt ſurviving ſon of the laſt earl, was called 
up to the houſe of peers, in the firſt year of the reign of James I. in his 
ather's life-time, and, by a patent bearing date the ſecond of November, 
1642, advanced to the dignity of a marquis. He was a very ſocial, plea- 
ſant, and faceticus nobleman, one inftance of which we ſhall here men- 
tion. The king, during the troubles, had paid the marquis ſeveral viſits 
at his caſtle of Ragland. Once, while he was there, ſome gentlemen 
were brought before him, charged with doing him ill offices, by obſtruct 
ing his levies, and other means; but one of them with tears proteſting 
his innocence, the king was ſo affected, that he ordered him to be re- 
leaſed, and the others to be treated gently. The marquis not approving 
of this lenity,- the king ſaid,  *© he heard they had been accuſed by a con- 
trary faction, who would be apt to aggravate every thing to their diſad- 
vantage.” To which the marquis made this ſarcaſtic reply: Well, Sir, 
this forgiving temper may chance to gain you the kingdom of heaven; 
but I am much miſtaken if ever you gain the kingdom of England by 
theſe means.” Though a Roman catholic, he warmly eſpouſed the royal 
cauſe, during the civil war, defending Ragland caſtle to the laſt, and, 
When he found it no longer tenable, capitulated upon honourable terms. 
He died in December 1646, or 1647, for author's differ about the time, 
while he was in the cuſtody of the parliament's black rod, to which he had 
been committed, contrary to the Mpulations previous to the ſurrender of 
his caſtle. The rebels had ſo ſtript him of all his poſſeſſions, that there 
was ſcarce wherewithal left to defray the charges of his funeral. By his 
lady, only child of John lord Ruſſel, grand-daughter and heir of 
Francis, eu cf Bedford, he had iſſue nine ſons and four daughters. Ed-

hes. died a nun in the monaſtery of Engliſh Carmelites, at Antwerp ; 
Mary, the third, died unmarried ; but Elizabeth, the youngeſt, was mar- 
ried to Francis Brown, r and died in 1682. 

Edward, ſecond marquis of Worceſter, and eldeſt ſon of the former, 
was, in the life-time of his father, oppo lieutenant of South- Wales, 
during which, he was alſo created earl of Glamorgan, and baron Beau- 
fort, of Caldecot-Caſtle, in the county of Monmouth. In 1644, a com- 
miſſion of ſo extraordinary and even dangerous nature, was granted to 
the marquis, that ſoon after the Reſtoration, a committee of the houſe of 
lords was appointed to inſpect it; and they reported to the houſe that the 
marquis was willing to give it up, which he accordingly did. By that 
commiſſion, the king made him a ſort of viceroy ; for he appointed him - 


generaliſſimo of his armies and fleets, with power to nominate all the 


other officers, and grant them their commiſſions. He was alfo em 2 
ed, in order to raiſe money, to diſpoſe of the king's woods, 4 
cuſtoms, and any other his rights and prerogatives, particularly of ſeve- 
ral patents of nobility under the great ſeal, from a marquis down to a 
baronet. The king therein further promiſes him his daughter Elizabeth 
in marriage, with a one of 300,0001. the title of duke of Somerſet, 
and liberty to pat on, at his pleaſure, the George and blue ribbon. In 
fine; he tells him, that ſo great was his truſt and confidence in him, that 
whatfover he contracted for, or promiſed, he would full and make good 
the ſame accordingly, 

This marquis died in 1667, and was buried at Ragland. He was 
twice — firſt to Elizabeth, daughter of Sir William Dormer, Kat. 
eldeſt ſon to Robert lord Dormer, by whom he had one ſon, who 
ſucceeded him, and two daughters; ſecondly, to Margaret, daughter of 
Henry Obrien, ear! of Thomond, by whom he had one daughter, who 
died young. Of his daughters, by his firſt wife, the eldeſt, Anne, was 
married to Henry, fixth duke of Norfotk, and died in 1660 ; the other, 
married to William, marquis of Powis, died in 1692. 15 

Henry, third marquis of Worceſter, and only ſon of the former, was, 
in 1672, conſtituted lord preſident of the council, in the ptincipality of 
Wales, and lord lieutenant of the counties of Angleſey, Brecon, Cardi- 
gan, Carmarthen, Glamorgan, and Radnor, in South-Wales ; and of 

arnarvon, Denbigh, Merioneth, Montgomery, Flint, and. Pembroke, 
in North-Wales. In 1673, he was appointed lord lieutenant of the 
county and city of Briſtol, inſtalled a knight of the moſt noble order of 
the garter, and ſworn of his majeſty's privy- council. By letters patent, 
bearing date the ſecond of December, 1682, he was advanced to the title 
of duke of Beaufort, with remainder to the heirs of his body, Upon the 
acceſſion of James II. he was made lord prefident of Wales, and confirm- 


ed in all his lieutenantcies, In 1685, he had the cot miſſion of colonel of 


the eleverith regiment of foot, which he reſigned in favcur of his ſon, the 
marquis of Worceſter. This nobleman being ſtrongly attached to the Stuart 
fu „at the Revolution, retired to his ſeat in the country, where he 
paſſed the remainder of his life. By his dacheſs, Mary, widow of Henry 
Seymour, by courteſy marquis of Hertford, he had iſſue five ſons and 
four daughters, Of the ſons, axe? the firſt-born, died . 75 — 
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Edward and Henry, the third and fourth ; Charles, the ſecond, died in 
the thirty-eighth year of his age, but in his father's life-time, having had 
iſſue by his lady, Rebecca, daughter of Sir Joſiah Child, of Wanſted, 
in Eſſex, and fitter to Richard earl Tilney, three ſons and three daugh- 
ters; Arthur, the duke's fifth ſon, lived till the year 1743, and had iſſue 
by his wife, Mary, widow of Hugh Calveley Cotton, Eſq; and daughter 
of Sir William uſſel, of Langhorne, in Carmarthenſhire, Bart. a ſon, 
who died young, and three daughters. Of the duke's four daughters, 
one died in her 1nfancy ; another was married to James duke of Ormond ; 
another, firſt to Henry Obrien, eldeſt ſon of Henry earl of Thomond, 
and then to Henry earl of Suffolk; and the laſt and youngeſt to Thomas, 
afterwards earl of Coventry. 
Henry, ſecond duke of Beaufort, and eldeſt ſon of Charles, ſecond ſon 
of the duke, was born in 1684, and ſuccee.led his grandfather in 
January, 1699. In October, 1705, his grace took his ſeat in the houſe 
of lords, and, in 1710, upon the change of the miniſtry, was made 
captain of the band of gentlemen penſioners, and a- member of the 
queen's % wean In the ſame reign he was alſo made a knight of 
the garter, Jord lieutenant of the county of Southampton, and of the 
cities of Briſtol and Glouceſter, and counties of the ſame, and warden of 
the New Foreſt. He departed this life in the year 1714, at Badminton, 
"where he was interred. He was thrice married, firſt to Mary, daughter 
of Charles duke of Dorſet ; ſecondly; to Rachael, dangbter of Wriotheſly 
earl of Gainſborough ; thirdly, to Mary, youngeſt daughter of Peregrine 
'Oſborn, duke of Leeds, who, after his death, was marrried to the earl of 
Dundonald, of Scotland. By his ſecond ducheſs, his grace had three ſons, 
two of whom ſurvived him. Of his two brothers, mentioned above, 
Charles, the eldeſt, died on his travels in 1710; and John, the youngeſt, 
in England, in 1704. Of his three fiſters, Mary and Elizabeth died 
young, but Henrietta was married to Charles duke of Grafton, and lived 
till the ninth of Auguſt, 1726. | | 

Henry, third duke of Beaufort, and eldeſt of the three ſons of the laſt 
duke; was born in the year 1707, returned from his travels in 1728, and 
the next year, on the ney CE of June, married Frances, 'daughter 
of James viſcount Scudamore, from whom he was divorced, in. the year 
1744, on account of her grace's incontinency. About two years after the 
duke died at Bath, and was ſucceeded by his brother. 

Charles-Noel, fourth duke of Beaufort, and only ſurviving brother of 
the laſt, was born in the year 1709, and was a nobleman no leſs beloved 
in a private, than reſpected in a me capacity. In 1730, the univerſity 
of Oxford conferred on him the honorary degree of dottor of laws, and

After his re- 
turn, he married, April 2, 1766, Elizabeth, daughter of the late admi- 
ral Boſcawen, and. niece of lord Falmouth, by whom we believe he has 
had iſſue as yet only two ſons, the eldeſt, born Dec. 24, 1766, and an- 
other ſince. His grace is one of thoſe noblemen, who ſeem to prefer a 

uiet private life to the buſy, troubleſome, and perplexed one of a 

ſman and courtier. By living thus, he at leaſt avoids that calumny 

and abuſe, that public developement and ridicule of his foibles, that en- 
vious. and malicious prying into his miniſterial actions, and ſecrets, to 
which all that are in any conſiderable place under the government, are 
now-a-days expoſed. | *

After the fatal battle of Naſeby, and the 
furrender of the ſtrong caſtle of Wincheſter, Cromwell undertook the 
fiege of Baſing-houſe in perſon, and carried it by ſtorm.

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WE cannot with any certainty trace the antiquity of this family an 
VV » farther back than the reign of Henry VI.

Richard Oſborne, his ſon, married Elizabeth Fyldene, of an ancient 
family - in the - ſame county. They had alſo a ſon named Richard, 
who wedded Jane, daughter of John Broughton, of Broughton, Eſq. 
Sir Edward Oſborne, knight, and ſheriff of London, in the ſeventh year 
of Elizabeth, was their itfue. He was alſo lord-mayor of the metropolis 
in the twenty-fifth year of the ſame reign, and was repreſentative in 
parliament-for the ſame city in the twenty-eighth year of Elizabeth, and 
wes knighted by her in'1584. His death was in 1591, and he was bu- 
ried in St. Dionis Backchurch. | 
Fe obtained a wife by a ſtroke of uncommon gallantry. The daugh- 
ter of Sir William Hewit, lord mayor of London, who reſided upon Lon- 
don- bridge, falling from a window into the river, he jumped in after her, 
and by that means preſerved” the young lady's life, which induced het 
father to give him to her in marriage.

When this nobleman was appointed lord preſident 
of the North, by Charles I. through his intereſt Sir Edward was, in 1629, 
nominated vice-preſident of the council there, and in 1641 he commanded 
the royal forces that oppoſed the rebels in thoſe parts! Sir Edward Of: 
borne was twice married. Margaret, his firſt wife, was eldeſt daughter 
of lord viſcount: Falconberg; by her he had a ſon, who died in his in- 
fancy. By Anne, (daughter of Thomas Walmfley, of Dunkelhalgh, in 
the county of Lancaſter, Eſq;) his ſecond wife, he had iſſue two ſons, 
the elder of whom was Litled by the fall of a ſtack of chimnies, in Vork.

with much honour. Whilſt Charles II. was exiled, he was a diſtinguiſh» 
ed loyaliſt, and was of great ſervice to that prince in bringing about his 


reſtoration, which taking place, he was (in 1671) appointed treaſurer of 


the navy, and the year after made a privy-counſellor. He diſplayed his 
talents and abilities in theſe capacities, as well as in that of lord high 
treaſuter of England, which he was nominated to in June 1673, and which 
he held near fix years. - Aug. 15, 1673, he was advanced to the degree of 
a'baron of the realm, by the title of baron Oſborne, of Kiveton, in com. 


Ebor, and viſcount Latimer. June 27, 1674, he' was created earl of 


Danby, and viſcount Dumblaine, in and; and in 1677 was admit- 
ted a companion of-the order of the garter. , | 


It was with regret that he was compelled by the king to abandon . 
the buſineſs of the treaſury ſor continental affairs. He was a ſtrenuous 


ſupporter of the triple alliance, between England, Sweden, and Holland, 
and a declared foe to the meaſures of France. He was the chief cauſe of 
the Engliſh army, under the duke of Monmouth, in France, being re- 
called; and from theſe principles he was the chief cauſe of bringing about 
the match between the prince of Orange, and Mary the eldeſt daughter 
of the duke of York. The Dutch being over-awed by France, the court 
of Verſailles, applied to procure a ſeparate peace with England. The earl 
of Danby ſtrenuouſly oppoſed theſe ſecret negociations ; and by a letter 
from Mr. Montague, the Engliſh ambaſſador at the court of France, to 
Charles himſelf, it appeared that the earl of Danby might have obtained 
a larger ſum than he got by being lord treaſurer, if he would have uſed 
his intereſt to influence the king to agree to the propoſitions of the court 
of 1 1 — fine, he was fo far 3 in the French intereſt, 
vun. | | | 
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his enemies pretended he was, that nothing was more common than for 
the French miniſters to ſay, that he muſt be ruined before they could do 
any good in England. evertheleſs Charles, who was den diſtreſſe 
for money, ordered the earl of Danby to write to Mr. bz ſigni- 
fying his acquieſcence to the peace, provided he was reimburſed the ex- 
nces of his mediation, Montague is, in the ſame letter, expreſsly for- 
id to mention the money at all, in caſe the French king did not accept 
tho propoſitions of the confederates, in the terms his majeſty received 
em from his ambaſladors at the Hague. In the laſt part of the letter, 
the earl. informs Mr. Montague, that he believes that would be the laſt 
time any propoſals of peace would be made, and that he is confident they 
will not he accepted; wherefore, he might accordingly take both the 
king's meaſures and his own. | f 
otwithſtanding the above-mentioned letter was written with the know- 


75 ledge, and by the expreſs command, ndy in the very preſence of the 


king, it nevertheleſs brought a perſecution upon the earl of Danby, as 
- 8 fix millions of livres (which was the ſum) had been intended for 
the introduction of arbitrary power into England. What is ſtill more ex- 
traordinary, he was accuſed of having ſtifled the evidences for the famous 
but ſtill myſterious popiſh plot; though his lordſhip plainly proved, that 
he acted with the greateſt zeal and vigilance in that affair, and took no 
ſtep withont the knowledge of the king, whoſe ſafety was moſt-immedi- 
ately concerned. Other infamous charges were likewiſe urged againſt 
im, particularly, that he was concerned in the murder of Sir Edmund- 
-bury Godfrey, o famous in the hiſtory of that reign ; but poſterity has 
treated the two laſt allegations with the eontempt they merited. Never- 
theleſs, ſuch were the animoſities that then prevailed in the nation, 
even to enthuſiaſm, againſt popery, that the houſe of commons voted an 
impeachment cf high treaſon, and other high crimes, miſdemeanors, and 
offences, againſt Thomas earl of Dauby, lord high-treaſurer of England, 
which was carried up to the houſe of lords by Sir Henry Capel, Decem- 
ber the twen bind. 1678. The firſt article of this impeachment al- 
ledged, that he had traiterouſſy encroached to himſelf regal power, 
by treating in matters of peace and war with foreign miniſters and am- 
baſſadors, and giving inſtructions to his majeſty's ambaſſadors abroad, 
without communicating the fame to the ſecretaries of ſtate, and the reſt of 
his majeſty's council.” By the ſecond article, he was charged with trai- 
terouſly endeavouring to ſubvert the antient and well-eſtabliſhed form of 
vernment in this Gato and, inſtead thereof, to introduce an ar- 
itrary and tyrannical government; and the better to effect this his pur- 
poſe, he did deſign the raiſing of an army, upon pretence of a war 
againſt the French king, and to continue the ſame as a ſtanding army 
within this kingdom.” The third article charged him with alienatin 
the minds of the people from his majeſty's perſon and government, with 
being an enemy to ent, and with endeavouring to obtain from 
the French king, a ſum of money for altering the conftitution.” The 
fourth article charged him “with being a papiſt, and having ſuppreſſed . 
the evidences of the popiſh plot.” By the fifth article, he is accuſed 
« of having embezzled the public money, while he was lord high- 
_ treaſurer.” And, by the ſixth, “ of having procured from his majeſty 
to himſelf divers confiderable gifts and grants of inheritance of the an- 
, Heat revenue of the crown, even contrary to acts of parliament.” 1 
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The king knew every one of thoſe articles to be falſe, and paſſed a 
on for the earl of Danby, under the great ſeal; and the houſe at firſt 
refuſed to commit the earl. He, however, afterwards ſuffered a long and 
ſevere impriſonment upon this impeachment ; and, on the 27th'of May, 
1682, he brought his habeas corpus before the king's bench, where he 
made one of the beſt and moſt forcible ſpeeches for admitting him to bail, 
that is to be ſeen in the Engliſh language. His plea was notwith- 
ſtanding over-ruled by the court, and he was re- committed to priſon, 
from whence he was afterwards delivered in the manner that may be ſeen 
in the general hiſtories of the times. | | | 
It were ſcarce poſſible to give a ſtronger idea of the heat of the times, 
and the coldneſs of Charles, to thoſe who faithfully ſerved him, than the 
- unjuſt treatntent which this noble lord met with; few ſubjects ever gave 
| ſtronger proofs of their zeal againſt popery, than he had done; and as an 
evidence that he had entered early into a correſpondence with the prince 
of Orange, he, in concert with the earl of Devonſhire, ſuggeſted to that 
prince, the plan of the revolution, which afterwards" t place. He 
acted, however, a very noble part towards king James, and offered to 
- "ſtand by him, if he would diſmiſs his papiſts, which the king refuſing to 
do, he ſecured the city of York upon the landing of the prince of Orange, 
and declared for a free parliament.” In the great debate in the houſe of 
peers, he and the marquis of Halifax ftrenuoaſly inſiſted upon filling the 
{throne with a King, inſtead of chuſing a regent, in oppoſition to the earls | 
of Nottingham, Clarendon, and Rocheſter; and the motion for a king 
was carried, by a majority of no more than fifty-one, againſt forty-nine. 
After the government was ſettled, it was expected his lordſhip would 
have had the treaſurer's ſtaff; | but the king being reſolved to put the 
treaſury in commiſſion, offered to make him ſecretary of ſtate, and lord 
PENA of the council at the fame time, He declined the former poſt, 
but accepted the latter, together with the title of marquis of Caermarthen, 
to Which he was advanced April the twentieth, 1689. He was likewiſe 
made member of the privy-council, It appears from Sir. John Rereſby's 
"memoirs, that he was a little diſguſted with king William's meaſures 
after he came to the crown, particularly with the encouragement which, the 
Preſbyterians received; but he ſerved his majeſ faithfully and ably, and 
ſo greatly to his majeſty's ſatisfaction, that on the 4th of May, 1694, he 
was created dulce of Leeds.

charter and regulation for the Eaſt-India company.” While the commons 
were upon this debate, the duke of Leeds was making his defence in the 
Houſe of peers againſt the ſame charge, when he was acquainted of the 
proceedings of the commons; a he quitted the houſe in great

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haſte, and pig ache dece of the houſe of commons, defired to be ad. 
mitted to be heard, This being granted, and a chair placed for him 
within the bar, his grace ſat down, put on his hat, then roſe, uncovered 
himſelf, and made a ſpeech to the „in which he ſhewed, that all 
the particulars againſt him were but mere hearſay, and proteſted, upon his 
faith and honoyr, that he never directly, or indirectly, touched one penny 
of the money; and added, it is a bold word, and yet a truth, this 
| houſe had not been now ſetting but for me.” The unpeachment went 
on, notwithſtanding this {| „and the articles were carried up to the 
- houſe of peers, His grace put in an anſwer to them, which was fo fair 
and fall, that the commons were greatly at a loſs how to reply to it, and 
they delayed it on pretence that monſieur Robart, one of the duke's 
domeſtics, and a material evidence, was withdrawn. He complained of 
this delay, Robart not being to be found, though a proclamation was 
iſſued for apprehending him, In the mean time, before any thing deciſive 
took place, the * pro the parliament, ſo that the whole affair was 
dropt, and never afterwards reſumed, His grace, after this, appears not 
to have been much engaged in public buſineſs.

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Upon the ſurrender of his father's patent, he was created lord viſcount 
Dumblain in Scotland, and March the ninth, 1689, being called up 
the houſe of peers, he took his ſeat there as lord. Oſborne of Kiveton. 
This nobleman being bred to the ſea, was highly eſteemed for his great 
abilities and courage as à naval officer. When lord Danby, and a tap- 
tian of a man of war, on the 12th of November, 1691, while the na- 
tion was in a ferment about the miſcarriages at ſea, he was named by 
Mr. Bridges a member of the houſe of commons, as having informed 
him, that Sir Ralph Delayal had lately taken a French boat bound for 
Ireland, with papers of dangerous conſequence to the government, His 
lordſhip having then a ſeat in the houſe of peers, this information 
duced a conference between the two houſes, and lord Danby. attendi 
in his place, acquainted the lords, that he being on board Sir Ral 
Delaval's ſhip, when the packet of papers was opened, which had been 
taken in the French prize, he ſaw, among# other papers, à copy of a 
letter from the earl of Nottingham, to Sir Ralph,” Ar the deſire of the 
houſe, he put this information in writing, and ſigned it. Upon this, a 
very myſterious incident happened; the earl of Nottingham received, 
while he was in the houſe, a packet from Sir Ralph Delaval, containing 
the letters taken in the French prize, and which the earl of Nottingham 
broke open in the houſe. Upon inſpection, lord Danby iving that 
the copy of the earl's letter, of which he had given 1 nation, Wis 
not in the packet, ſaid, ** that all the papers taken in it were not there,“ 
and named another captain who had feen jt as well af himſelf, . Upon 
this, Sir Ralph Delaval, that other captain, and the maſter of the French 
prize, were ordered to attend; and, after a long examination, the affair 
was dropt, though it never ſeems to have been fully cleared up; but 
it created many ſuſpicions. ' | 
In the unfortunate expedition at Camaret, he commanded ſeven men of 
war, and behaved with remarkable courage. In 1694, the Engliſh and 
Dutch had formed the project of an expedition againſt Breſt ; and, on 
the ſeventh of June, their combined fleets came to an anchor between 
Bertram-bay and Camaret, a ſmall neck of laud in the mouth of the 
river of Bret. The ſame day, lord Cutts, who was ſo famous for his 
intrepidity, and the marquis of Caermarthen (his father being now duke 
of Leeds) went in the marquis's galley into the bay, amid one of the 
moſt dreadful fires ever known, which poured from the ſurrounding forts. 
The marquis had reaſon to apprehend, that the undertaking (the marine 
part of which was committed to lord Berkely, as the land ſervice was to 
general Talmaſh) was much more difficult than the allies had foreſeen, 
and that the ſecret of the attempt had been betrayed to the enemy. His 
lordſhip therefore adviſed lord Berkeley to employ eight ſhips, in- 
ſtead of two, in battering the principal-fort ; and he himſelf commanded 
them in perſon. The marſhal Vauban, the famous French engineer, 
then defended it, and was provided with every thing that could contri- 
bute to make it impregnable. The attack, led by the marquis, as it 
was one of the boldeſt and moſt difficult, was one of the beſt conducted 
that we meet with in hiſtory. His fire was fo dreadful, that he twice 
drove the French qut of Camaret fort; hut Talmaſh being killed, and 
the troops, Who hid landed with him being defeated, all that his lord. 
ſhip could do, was, to favour the retreat. of the ſurviving land- forces, 
which he did with amazing conduct and great intrepidity; and it was 
iofly owing to him, chat the loſß of the Engliſh, both by ſea and land, 
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was not three times greater than it proved to be. In 1697, he was pro.

moted to the rank of rear admiral of the red ſquadron, and colonel gr 
the firſt tegiment of marines; he was next promoted to be vice- admital 
of the white ; and, on the 11th of March, 1702-3, he was appointed 
vice -· admiral of the red.

| to have attended William the Conqueror into England, and to have 
taken his name from his ſeat or eſtate in Normandy. Hugh, his ſon, 
who lived to a great age, was the father of Hugh, deſigned of Barwick, 
in Dorſetſhire, and the grand-father of Odo, = 7 was living and in poſ- 
ſeſſion of the eſtate of Barwick, in the reign of king John, Sir John 
Ruſſe], knight, the ſon of Odo, married the ſiſter of lord Bardofte, and 
was ſettled at Kingſton Ruſſel in Dorſetſhire. His ſon, James, married 
Eleanor, daughter of Sir John Tilley, knight, and was conſtable of 
Corfe-caftle, in Dorſetſhire, 1221. Sir Ralph, their ſon, married one 
of the daughters and coheirs of James de Næewmarch, baron of New- 
march and Derham ; his ſon, Sir William, held half the barony of New- 
march, in right of his mother, and obtained a charter from Edward I.

i Francis was taken priſoner by Charles, duke of Bourbon, who had joined - 
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ceſtor of the dukes of Bedford, and of the family of Gorges, of Wray. 
hall, in the county of Hereford. Theobald had two wives; firſt Eleanor, 
daughter and heireſs of Ralph de Gorges, a baron in Parliament, in the 
time of Edward III. ſecondly, Alice, daughter, and heir of John de 1; 
Tour. The iſſue of the firſt marriage were three ſons and à daughter, 
and of the ſecond one ſon, named William. Sir Theobald, the third 
fon of the firſt marriage, took the name, arms, &c. of Gorges, and is

the firſt year of whoſe reign, he obtained a grant of the monaſtery of Woo- 
burn, and large parcels of land, in the county of Bedford. On the nine- 
teenth of January, 1550, for his fingular ſervices, as well in this reign 
as the laſt, he was created earl of Bedford, and, when the protector, Sey- 
mour, was committed to the Tower, appointed one of the governors of 
king Edward's perſon. Though he was one of the protecto:'s opponents, 
he continued in matters of religion, on all occafions, ſteady to the cauſe 
of the reformation, yet conducted himſelf with much wiſdom, that he

In 1557, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf at che battle of $t, 
Quantin, and alſo at the reduction of the town, and next year, was ap- 
pointed lord lieutenant of the counties of Devon and Cornwall. Upon 
the acceſſion of queen Elizabeth, he was ſworn of her majeſty's privy 
council, and was particularly conſulted in all matters that concerned the 
reformation.

Sir William was a gentleman ped for 
the higheſt commands, by the experience in martial affairs which he had 
acquired in his youth, both at home and abroad; and was celebrated for 
his addreſs and {kill in perſonal combats.” He. diſtinguiſhed himſelf ſo 
in the Netherlands, that he was made governor of Fluſhing, upon the 
death of Sir Philip Sydney, He was afterwards appointed to ſucceed Sir 
William, Fitz-William, as lord deputy of Ireland, and in that high poſt 
acquitted himſelf fo as to maintain the reputation he had before acquired. 
He died in the year 1613, after having been created baron Ruſſel, of 
Thornhaugh, © hes James, in 1603. Of the daughters, Anne, the 
eldeſt, was married to. Ambroſe Dudley, earl of Warwick, and died in 
1603.

ke was in commiſſion, with other noblemen and gentlemen, to enquire 
into defeftive titles; and to bargain, fell, and convey all ſuch lordſhips, 
manors, &c, as were mentioned in a ſchedule annexed. The earl appears 
to have afterwards entertained a diſlike of the meaſures of the court, as 
tending to eſtabliſh an arbitrary power; for he, with other lords and gen- 
. Yemen, who were zealous for the liberties of the people, entered into a 
' Cloſe correſpondence with the Scotch covenanters. In the year 1640, his 
* lordſhip was the firſt of thoſe peers who ſigned a petition to his majeſty, 
ſenting the apprehenſions which themſelves, and other loyal ſubjecti, 
had of the public diſtempers and dangers that threatened the church and 
ſtate, and his my perſon, from the meaſures then purſued: and his 
majeſty was adviſed by this petition to call a parliament for. the redreſs of 
ievances, and the puniſhment of the authors and counſellors of them; 
His lordſhip was one of the commiſſioners, appointed by the king, to 
treat with thoſe from Scotland, at Rippon, about the redreſs of the 
ievances of that nation. Upon the meeting of the long parliament, 
22 ed one of the moſt conſiderable then in the houſe of peers, in 
oppoſition to the meaſures of the court; but, as Dr. Birch obſerves in 
his Lives of Illuſtrious Perſons, it quickly appeared, that his aim was 
only to make himſelf and his friends great at court, and not to ſubvert 
the government.

cauſe not known, theſe promotions did not take place, to the great mis- 
fortune of his majeſty. Dr. Birch would fain perſuade us, that his lord- 
ſhip had no deſigns againſt the church, though he owns, that he conſented 
to the taking away the biſhops votes in parliament. The Doctor tell us 
alſo, that when the bill of attainder againſt the earl of Stafford was de-

Of the four daughters of my lord of Bedford, Catharine, 
the eldeſt, was married to Robert Greville, lord Brooke; Anne; the ſe- 
cond, to George Digby, ſecond earl of Briſtol ; Margaret, the third, 
firſt to Reg + „earl of Carliſle; ſecondly, to Edward Montague, 
ſecond earl of Mancheſter ; and, thirdly, to Robert Rich, fifth. earl of 
Warwick, and ſecond earl of Holland, but died without iſſue by any of 
them ; Diana, the fourth, was married to lord Newport, who es 
became firſt earl of Bradford. | 
William, the fifth earl of Bedford, and eldeſt ſon of the laſt, was born 
in 1614. He was educated at 3 college, in the univerſity of 
Oxford, and made knight of the bath at the coronation of king Charles 
the Second. He was afterwards a member of the long parliament, which 
met at Weſtminſter, in 1640. In 1642 he was appointed by the parlia- 
ment general of the horſe. At the bas of Edgchill he commanded 
the reſerve of horſe, which ſaved the whole army, when the horſe of 
both wings had been defeated. In 1643, he, with the earls of Holland 
and Clare, being weary of the war, and dif at the commons refu- 
fing to ſend propoſitions for a peace to the king, went to Oxford, and 


* 


entered into his majeſty's ſervice. In the battle of Newbury, they ch 
in the royal regiment of horſe, and in all reſpects behaved — ves 
very well. However, finding that the king's party looked upon them 
with a jealous eye, they quitted Oxford, and went to the earl of Eſſex, 


Edvard, the ſecond of theſe ſons, when about twenty · eight of age, was gen · 
tleman of the bed- chamber to the duke of York ; but, upon the beheading of his cou- 
ſin-german, William, commonly called lord Ruſſel, he retired from court; and, after 
the acceſſion of king James II. being extremely diffatisfied with his conduct, he exerted 
himſelf to the utmoſt in promoting the Revolution. In conſequence of that, upon the 
advancement of the prince of Orange to the throne, he was made one of the privy- 
council; and, in 1690, was appointed admiral of the blue, then advanced to the com- 
mand of the whole navy, and made treaſurer of the ſame. On the 19th of May, 169 
he defeated the French fleet under the command of Monfeur de Tourville, at La Faw. 
and in the purſuit deſtroyed thirteen of their men of war, and ſeveral of their tranſports, 
For his conduct in that action, and during the whole of that ſummer, he received the 
thanks of the houſe of commons. Notwithſtanding this, in February 1693, he was diſ- 
miſſed from the ſervice; but, upon the ill ſucceſſes of the fleet the following ſummer, 
was reſtored in November 1693. The year following he faiied for the Mediterranean, 
where his fleet rode in triumph, and was very ſerviceable ts the Confederates, In 1695, 
he prevented, by his diligence, the deſigned invaſion of king James, who lay with an 
army ready to embark at Dieppe. Theſe and other eminent ſervices, - raiſed him, in the 
year 1697, to the title of baron of Shingay, in the county of Cambridye, viſcont Bar- 
fleur, in the duchy of Normandy, and earl of Orford, in the county of Suffolk. He 
was likewiſe appointed vice-admiral of England, and twice one of the lords juſtices, dur- 
ing his majeſty's abſence in Holland. But in April, 1699, he thought proper to reſign 
his poſts, apd in May 1701, an impeachment was brought azainſt him dy the houſe of 
commons, for ſevera} high crimes and miſdemeanors, to which he put in an anſwcr in 
four days, His trial came on the twenty-third of June, when he was unanimouſly se- 
quitted of the articles charged upon him, and the impeachment diſmiſſed. In quecn 
Anne's reign he was one of the commiſſioners for the Union, and for ſame time firſt 
Jord of the admiralty. On the.deccaſe of the queen, he was one of the lords juſtices 
till the king's arrival from Hanover, and after that, of the privy- council, and firſt com- 
miſſioner of the admiralty. He died at his houſe in Covent-Garden, in the year 2727, 
aud the ſeventieth of his age, without iſſue. god es; 
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at St. Albanes on Chriſtmas-day; 1643. Soon after this, by order of 
iament, the earl of Bedford was taken into the cuſtody of the black- 
rod; ant his eſtate ſequeſtered ; but that ſequeſtration being taken off in 
the year 1644, be, with ſeveral other lords, who had left Oxford, took 
the covenant the following year before the commiſſioners of che great ſeal, 
We hear little of his lordſhip- from that time, till after the Reſtoration, 
when he had the honour of carrying St, Edward's ſceptre at the corona- 
on of Carles II. in the twelfth of whoſe reign he was alſo elected 3 
ight of the garter. During that whole reign, and the next, he ſhewed 
himſelf, on all oceaſtons, a firm friend to the conſtitution and the pro- 
teſtant religion. In the extraordinary council which king James called, 
upon r i of the prince of Orange, his majeſty addreſſed him; 
and ſaid, My lord, you are a man, and have great influence; 
you can do much for me at this time.“ His lordſhip anſwered, I am 
an old man, and can do but little: adding, with a deep ſigh, * 1 had 
once a ſon, who could now have been very ſerviceable to your majeſty ;* 
meaning the lord Ruſſel, who had been beheaded ; which ſtruck the king 
half dead with ſilence and confuſion, Upon the advancement of the 
prince of Orange to the throne, he was ſworn of the privy- council, and 
made lord lieutenant of the counties of Bedford and Cambridge, and lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos otulorum of the county of Middleſex, and liberties 
of Weſtminſter; and, in the year 1694, was created marquis of Tavi- 
ſtock, and duke of Bedford. - About ſeven years after that, viz. in Sept. 
1700, his grace departed this life, in the eighty- ſeventh year of his age, 
and was buried with his anceſtors at Cheyneys, in Bucks. By his lady, 
who was daughter to Robert Carr, earl of Somerſet, and very accom- 
pliſhed both in mind end perſon, he had iſſue ſeven ſons and four daugh- 
ters. Of the ſons, Francis, the eldeſt, died unmarried, in 1679; Wil- 
liam, the ſecond; Who became lord Ruſſel upon the death of his elder 
brother, and was afterwards put to death, for being concerned, as was 
pretended, but never proved, in a plot againſt the king and govern- 
ment *, had by his „daughter of the earl of Southampton, two ſons 
and a daughter. John, the third, died young ; Edward, the fourth, died 
in 1714, aged ſeventy, having ſerved in nine parliaments for the county 
of Bedford ; Robert, the fifth, was clerk of the pipe in the firſt year of 
William and Mary, and married Letitia, widow of Thomas Cheek, of 
Pergo, in Eſſex; James, the ſixth, died in 1712, leaving an only daugh- 
ter, who was married to Thomas Scawen, Eſq; of Carſhalton, in 5 
George; the ſeventh, married Mary, daughter and heireſs of Mr, Pendle- 
ton, merchant, in London, and died in 1692, leaving iſſue one ſon.

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DUKE or DEVONSHIRE: 


OBERT, de Gernon, the anceſtor of this noble family, came over, 

as we are told, with William the Conqueror, from Normandy, and 
that having been very ſerviceable to the ſaid William, in raiſing him to 
the throne of this realm, he obtained from him a grant of lands, lying 
moſtly in "Hertfordſhire, particularly of the manors of Merdley anc 
Lechworth, He was alſo poſſeſſed of a conſiderable eſtate in the county 
of Glouceller, the greatelt part oſ which he beſtowed upon the abbey in 
that city. This Robert de Gernon was ſucceeded in his unalienated poſ- 
ſeſſions by his only ſon Matthew, who married Hodierna, daughter and 
co-heir to Sir William de Sackville, from a younger brother of whom is 
deſcended the family of the dukes of Dorſet, ulph or Ralph, the 
ſon of Matthew, appears as a witneſs in a charter granted by Henry II. 
to the abbey of Bungy in Suffolk. He married a ſiſter of Sir William 
de Brews, from whom ſome have deduced the Bruces, kings of Scotland. 
Ralph, the ſon of the former, founded the priory of Lees in Eſſex, and 
tied in 1248, leaving iſſue Sir William de Gernon, who was one f 


the witneſſes to a confirmation charter, granted by Henry III. to Baſedale 7 


riory in Yorkſhire, and died in 1259, leaving iſſue two ſons, Sir 
hatp and Geoffrey. The male line of the former became extinct in 
the year 1384, - but from the latter are deſcended the _ dukes of 
Devonſhire. Geoffrey, deſigned of Moorhall, in Derbyſhire, in the 
reign of tdward I. was ſucceeded by his ſon. Roger, who reſided at 
Grimſtone-hall, in the county of Suffolk, and married the daughter and 
heir of John Potton or Potkins, lord of Cavendiſh, in the county of 
Suffolk, when his children, in compliment to their mother, took the name 
and arms of Cavendiſh. . This Roger died in the 17th of Edward II. 
leaving iſſue three ſons, John, Roger, and Stephen. John, the eldeſt of 
theſe, became ſo eminent in the law, that he was made lord chief juſtice 
in 1366: but the rude vulgar of thoſe times, attributing all the hardſhi 
they ſuffered to the laws and lawyers, and being” moreover incen 
againſt the chief-juſtice, becauſe, as ſome ſay, his ſon john had killed their 
famous ring-leader Wat-Tyler, the venerablg judge was ſeized and beheaded 
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by the inſurgents of Suffolk, as he returned from reſſing an ĩnſurrection 
at York. By his will, dated the Ach of Richard H. he orders his body, 
to be buried in the chancel of the church of Cavendiſh, near the body of 
Alice his late wife, and leaves his manors and lands in Cavendiſh, Pent- 
lowe, Falkenham, Aſpes, and Saxham, to Andrew Cavendiſh, his eldeſt 
ſow and heir. From Royer, his ſecond brother, was deſcended che famous 


navigator, Sir Thomas Cavendiſh, who in the year 15 86, undertooł the third 


voyage round the world. His third brother, Stephen, hô was bred to trade, 
was twice member of parliament for the city of London, once ſheriff, and 
once lord- mayor. His fon Andrew, who died in the 18th of Richard 
II. left iſſue one daughter. He was knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Suffolk, in the fifty-Hrſt of Edward III. and ſheriff of the counties of 
Norfolk and Suffolk in the 8th of Richard II. We are told that for one 
and forty days attendance in parliament, he received for himſelf and the 
other knight, 16 8. to defray their expences. John, his younger 
brother, as we obſerved already, was the perſon, who according to ſome, 
t to death the rebel Wat Tyler, for which, beſides the honour of knight- 
hood, he had an annuity of torty pounds per annum'to kim and his heirs 
for ever. He was one: of the eſquires of the body to Richard II. and 
Henry V. to the laſt of whom he was alſo broiderer of the wardrobe. 
In October 1415, he was preſent at the battle of Agincourt. By his 
wife, Joan, daughter of 3ir William Clopton, of Clopton, in Suffolk, 
he had iſſue three ſons, V/illiam, Robert, and Walter. William died in 
the eleventh of Henry VII. and was buried in the church of St. Thomas, 
the martyr of Acons; now called Mercer's Chapel, leaving iſſue by his 
wife Joan, daughter of Staventon, Eſq; two ſons, Thomas and Wil- 
ham. Robert, his ſecond brother, who was bred to the law, died without 
iſſue, leaving his manors of Cavendiſh and Overhall, in the county of 
Suffolk, to his nephew Thomas. Of the third brother, Walter, we 
know nothing, but that he was alive in the eleventh of Henry VI. Tho- 
mas, the eldeſt ſon of William, who wrote himſelf of wo; 8 and 
Cavendiſh, in Suffolk, died in 1747, having had iſſue one fon, by his 
wife Catharine Scudamore, an heireſs, whole monument is to be ſeen in 
the church of St. Botolph, Alderſgate.

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Of his ſorts, Grote, the eldeſt, died young; William, the ſecond, was in 
aihigh degree of favour and intimacy with the famous Cardinal Wolſey, 
and o continued to his death, in 1530. It is worth obſerving, by the 
bye, that this cardinal, as appears from a memorial preſented to queen 
Elizabeth, had in his family, at one time, one earl, nine barons, and 
about one thouſand knights, gentlemen, and inferior officers. Though 
Mr. Cavendiſh's ſituation was extremely tickliſh, eſpecially after the car- 
dinal began to fall into diſgrace with the king, yet, With ſuch prude 
and addreſs did he behave, that he won the eſteem ef the king himſe 
even in the height of his reſentment} againſt the cardinal, while at the 
ame time he had ſuch a ſenſe of gratitude to the cardinal, as to treat 155 
with the ſame care and affection as when he was in the height of h 
proſperity. After Wolſey's death, the king told him, when he Was in- 
troduced to him, that he ſhould be his ſervant in his chamber, as he had 
been with his former maſter.

William, fourtli earl of Devonſhire, was born in the year 1640. After 
a regular courſe of ſtudies at home, he made the tour of Europe, attended 
by Dr. Killegrew, afterwards maſter of the Savoy. He was returned 
member for the county of Derby to the firſt parliament called after the 
Reſtoration, and e Aer ſtiled the Long Parliament. In 1665, he 
attended the duke of Vork, and was preſent at that memorable nayat en- 
gagement, on the third of June, in which the Dutch loſt thirty-two men 
of war, and the Engliſh only one. In 1669, he accompanied Mr. Mon- 
tague in his embally to the court of France. During his ſtay in that 
country, having been once groſsly inſulted at the opera by ſome French 


officers, he gave one of them, who was moſt abuſive, a blow. on the face. 


Upon this, they all drew upon him, but he defended himſelf fo bravely, 
though he received ſeveral wounds, that the affair was noifed all over Eu- 
rope, as much to the honour of his lordſhip, as to the diſcredit of his un- 
generous opponents. He continued a member of the houſe of commons 
till his father's death, and from the year 1677 was a ſtrenuous aſſertor 
of the liberties of the people and the power of parliament.

Soon after he was ennobled, James made choice 
of him to go to Germany, to preſent the duke of Wirtemberg with the 
habits and enfigns of the moſt noble order of the garter, Of this com- 
miſſion he acquitted himſelf much to the ſatisfaction both of the king and 
the duke, to whom the ſplendor and magnificence, as well as politeneſs, 
which he diſplayed on that occaſion, were equally agreeable. The lord 
Spencer, however, did not continue long a favourite at court, where we 
do not find he had any poſt, It is ptobable, thar having 'a' vaſt eftate, he 
had too great and independent a ſpirit to be the ſlave of a corrupt court, 
or to approve the Kates 8 that the king purſued. Beſides, he had great 
quickneſs of parts, as well as a deep reach of judgment; and was _—_— 
netrating and indefatigable. Hence he became one of the leading lor 
in the houſe of peers, with whom he planned out the equivalent that was 
to be given to the crown the wardſhips, one of the heavieſt grievances 
under which the landed intereſt then lay; which equivalent, in the main, 
took place under Charles II. In 1610 he was one of the committee that 
managed the conference with the commons, concerning a contract trat was 
on foot between the king and parliament touching tenures. Another 
grievance had ſprung up in the late reigns, which was more dangerous to 
the trading than that o wardſhips was to the landed intereſt, viz. a practice 
of grout patents for monopolies, and excluſive privileges, which ex- 
ten 
owing to this noble lord, and that excellent prince Henry prince of Wales, 
that this evil, ſo deſtructive to all true induſtry, was at laſt redreſſed. The 
bounds of this work will not admit of our mentioning every occaſion on 
which his lordſhip diſtinguiſhed himſelf as a true patriot, and one of the

chief patronsof Engliſh liberty and the rights of the peerage ; but there is 
one more that we cannot forbear taking notice of, viz. When he, with other 
peers and great men, engaged with * prince of Wales, already men- 
tioned, in the noble project of eretting a public academy, in which young 
rſons of quality were to be taught riding, fencing, dancing, defigning, 
wing, muſic, with whatever was we ga to qualify them for the 2 


and land fervice ; in ſhort, whatever could not be acquired within the 


walls of a college. Though the king gave no encouragement to this pro- 
jekt, it 15 probable, had the prince of Wales lived, he would have had 
credit enough to have carried it into execution. Lord Spencer continued 
to the end of his life, which happened in October 1627, to be a ſteady 
friend to the liberties of his country, to encourage trade and manulactures, 
to redreſs grievances, and promote the happineſs of his fellow ſubjects, 
He was interred with his anceſtors, at Brinton, haying been a widower 
thirty years before his death. By his lady; one of the daughters and co- 
heirs of Sir Francis Willoughby, of Wollaton, in the county of 'Notting- 
ham, he had iſſue four ſons and three daughters. Of his ſons, John, Þ 
eldeſt, died at Blois, in France, without ile; William, the ſecond, ſuc- 
ceeded his father as lord Spencer; Richard, the third, ſtiled of Orpington, 
in Kent, married Mary, daughter of Sir Edwyn Sandys, of Northbourne 
Place, in the ſame county, by whom he had iflue two ſons, and died in 
1645; Edward the fourth, denominated of Boſton, in the county of Mid- 
dleſex, married Mary, daughter of Sir William Reade, of Auſterley, in 
ho ſame county. Of the daughters, Mary was married to Sir Richard

William, ſecond lord Spencer and ſecond ſon of the former lord, from 
the time he came of age to his father's death, ſerved in parliament as one of 
the knights for the county of Northampton. He was alſo a knight of the 
moſt honourable order of the Bath. Fn the in{cription on the monument 
erected to him at Brinton, by his lady, daughter of Henry earl of 
Southampton, after his deceaſo, which happened in the forty-fifth year of 
his age, A. D. 1636, he is ſaid to have been a man adorned, in a moſt 
eminent degree, with virtues of every kind ; a moſt fincere worſhipper of 
God, a molt affectionate huſband, a moſt loving father, a moſt Eachful 
. a moſt loyal ſubject to his king, and a moſt zealous ſervant to 
his country. By the above-mentioned lady he had fix ſons and ſeven daugh- 
ters. Of the ſons, Henry, the eldeſt, was his ſucceflor ; the ſecond, Robert, 
who was created a peer of Scotland, by the title of viſcount Tiviot, died 
without inue; William, the third, reſided at Aſhton-hall, in the county 
of Lancaſter, but had no iſſue; Richard, the fourth, died unmarried, in 
1553 z.the other two died young. Of the daughters, Elizabeth, the 
eldeſt, was thrice married, firſt, to John Craven, Ela; of Ryton, in the 
county of Salop, afterwards created lord Craven, ſecondly, to HewT 
Howard, third ſon to the earl of Berkſhire, and, laſtly, to William lo 
Orofts; Mary, the ſecond, died young; Anne, the third, was married to

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Henry, third Spencer, and eldeſt ſon of the former, was born in 
1620, and, in 1639, being then but nineteen Jo of age, married the 
lady Dorothy Sidney, daughter of the earl of Leicelter. In 1641, his 
lordſhip took his ſeat in the houſe of peers,” and joined the oppoſition, be- 
cauſe he thought a ſtretch. of the royal prerogative, which he apprehended -

Notwithſtahding, even after the royal ſtandard was ſet up at Not- 
gham, his lordſhip laid held of every e of adviſing his ma- 
by to renew his offers of accommodation; but his advice was not taken, 
ind as appears by his letters to his lady, he found reaſon to with that he 
ad not engaged in ſupport of meaſures which appeared. to him little leſs 
Hable to cen ſute than thoſe of the other party. However, he continued 
with the king, and was preſent at the battle of Edge-hill, where he figna- 
ſized.him{elt greatly, but would accept of no poſt, civil or military, either 
before or after the action: therefore, his majeſty, to ſhew the ſenſe he had 
his ſervice, in June, 1643, iſſued his royal letters patent, creating him 
exl-of Sunderland. His lorddhip Mill attending upon the King's perſon, 
and following his fortune at the memorable battle of Newbury, and put- 
ting himſelf, as lord Clarendon tells us, that day in the King's troop, 'as a 
volunteer, before they came to charge, he was taken off with a'cannon- 
ball.

Wor ſecond earl of Sunderland, and only ſon of the former, after 
bis return from his travels, ſoon ingratiated himſelf into the favour of 
Charles II. ſo, that in the year 1671, he was ſent upon an embaſly to 
Spain, the intention of which was to ſecure France agaiofſt any appre- 
henſion from Spain, in caſe the French king ſhould join ; Engli n 
the Dutch.

his old friend, the earl of Derby, and joining the new miniſtry, he was 
pitched upon to ſucceed Sir Joſeph Williamſon, as one of his majefty's 
principal ſecretaries of ſtate, It is greatly, however, for his lordſhip's ho- 
nour, that tho? the great Sir William Temple had a very indifferent opinion 
of the miniſtry, he ſtill continued a ſtrict l ence with him, and 
afterwards held ſecret conſultations upon the moſt important affairs of the 
Hate with him, and the earls of T0 and Halifax.

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tions, and meetings, ſays Sir William, were continued with ſo mui

give his name, It cannot be denied, at leaſt, that When the parliament 
met jn 1680, the earl- of Sunderland fully anſwered the character of a 
patriot Engliſh” miniſter, both in and out of parllament; for when the 
i of . 11705. paſſed the houſe of Commons, was carried up to 
the houſe of Lords, the earl voted for it, notwithſtanding he had the king's 
expreſs command to be againſt it: d though he may be ſaid to have been 
at this time, in the miniſtry, yet he certainly, on all occaſions, oppoſed 
e court. - In conſequence of this, he was ſoon turned out of his places; 
gt that did not make him run into a violent oppoſition to the court, as 
d been the caſe with the earl of Eſſex, and others. In 1682, the ſeals 
were again offered to his lordſhip, and accepted, and he reaſſumed his ſeat 
at che council. board; it doeg not appear, however, that he bore any part 
In the ſanguinary meaſüreg, that"flained the latter part of that reign ; on

15%} an attachment to popery, ug ill not attempt to juſtify the —_ 
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his public conduct. He undoubtedly complied too far, farther than is 
compatible with a ſincere love of liberty, and a zeal for the proteſtant 
religion, Biſhop Burnet ſays, that he actually turned papiſt, but that it 
looked as if he had done it, rather to ſerve à turn, than that he was 
really changed from one religion to another; and this is not unlikely. The 
fame biſhop inſinuates, that all his ſeeming good advices, appearances of 
triotiſm, and ſacrifices to popularity, were inſidious and deluſive, the ef: 
ects of policy or fear; and that his only aim in them was, to lay the jea- 
louſies of the people, that he might render his maſter abſolute wi 
riſk or danger, by gradual and flow, but ſure advances towards deſpot- 
iſm, It has never been diſputed, that it was owing to his lordſhip's in- 
fluence and feaſoning at the council board, that the French king's offer-of 
a ſquadron of ſhips, and a body of land forces, to the amount of twelve 
4 keen thouſand men, to aſſiſt the king againſt- the prince of Orange, 
as not accepted. And this was certainly a great ſervice done his coun- 
ty; for had the offer been accepted, it is more than probable, that Eng · 
land mult have ſtooped, either under a foreign or domeſtic yoke. 
lordſhip, in the apology for his conduct which he publiſhed after the Re- 
volution, ſays, that he preſſed the king to rectify whatever had been done 
contrary to law, and to endeavour to the utmoſt to recover the confidence 
and affgQions of his _ Thus much is certain, that the popiſt party 
was ſo much exaſperated againſt him, that they charged him with down- 
right treaſon, and he was turned out of all his places. We had al- 
moſt forgot to obſerve, that, before that happened, he had been elected, 
and inſtalled a knight companion of the moſt noble order of the garter. 
His lordſhip not thinking himſelf ſafe now in England, went over to 
Holland, where he arrived about the time that the prince landed in Eng- 
land, and was immediately put under an arreſt, but in a' ſhort time dif» 
charged. Then he came over to England again; and though he was one 
of the thirty-five, who were * out of the act of indemnity, yet 
we know of nv attempt to deprive him of his liberty. Thus it appears, 
that he was puſhed at by both parties, and conſequentlythat he had not been 
violent or thorough-paced on either fide. Though the temper of the na-

_ © + Charles, third earl of Sunderland, and ſecond fon of the former, was 
edncated under the inſpection of Dr. Trimnel, afterwards. biſhop of Nor- 
wich, and of Wincheſter. His lordſhip's taſte for leywers was manifeſt from 
the well choſen library which he gradually raiſed, and which is {ill in the 
family. He ſerved in faur ſucceeding, parliaments for the borough of Li- 
verxton, in Devonſhire, ſor which he was fr{, choſen in 1695. * 170g, 
he was diſpatched, [a5 envby extraordinary and, plenipotentiary to the em- 
peror Joſeph; to condole with his imperial majeſiy upon the death of the 
emperor Leopold, as well as to rr upon his acceſſion to the 
honours of the empire. He was alſo charged with a commiſſion to com- 
poſe, if /poſlible; the: diſſerences between the emperor and the Hun- 
gariaius : in Which he ſugceeded, at leaſt, ſo far as to obtain a ſuſpenſion of 
arms. At his departure, the earl received from his imperial majeſty in 
perſun; bis picture very tichly {et with. diamonds. From Vienna he ſet 
ant with his father- in- Aπνπν. the duke of Marlboroogh, for Berlin, where, 
 haviog executed their commiſſion, the duke was preſented, with a ſword, 
caioully ornamented: with diamonds, and the earl with a diamond rin of 
aconhderable value. From Berlin they -proceeded to Hanover, where 
| they met wich a very cordial reception, and, at their departure, were pre- 
ſented, the duke with à calaſh and fix-horſes, and the earl with a ſet of 
heres: From Hanover they ſet out for England, by the way, of the 
Hague and arrived at St. James's on the- thirtieth of December of the 
year: above- mentioned. In 1906, his lordſhip was appointed one of 
che commiſſionets for ſettling the articles of the union with Scot- 
land; and not leng aſter, in the ſame year, one of the principal 
taries of ſtate, and a member of the privy- council. When the 
ſamous - affair of Sacheverel's ſermon came betore the houſe of peers, 
the earl of Sunderland was one of the ſixty-nine who pronounced him 
guilty, when ſiſty- nine were for acquitting him.

April 17 16, his lordſhip was elected one of the governors of the Charter- 
kouſe, in place of lord Sommers; and, on July following, he became 
(oe vice-treaſurer of Ireland. In September that year, he had the 
honour to attend his majeſty to tis German 'dominions, and re- 
turned with him to England, in January 1717. Immediately upon 
his arrival he reſigned the office of privy-ſeal, in favour of the Nike 
of Kingſton: and, in April following, was appointed one-of the principat 
ſecretaries of ſtate. In March 1718, he was declared preſident of the 
council, and alfo firſt commiſſioner of the treaſury, in place of lord Stan- 
hbpe, who was made ſecretary of fate. A motion having been made 


about this time, by the duke of Somerſet, for the ——_ in a bill to 
limit the number of peers, with a view both to preſerve t 1 of the 
peerage, and to prevent the inconveniences that might attend the creation 
of a great number to ſerve a preſent turn, the earl of Sunderland warmly 
ſupported the motion: but though his majeſty ſent a meſſage to the houſe, 
waving his prerogative, aud ſo many prudential and conſtitutional reaſons 
were urged in favour of the bill within doors, that there was a great ma- 
jority for it ; yet the party againſt it without doors was ſo numerous, that 
when it came to a third reading, it was thought proper to drop it, 
which was done, in conſequence of a fpeech made by the earl of Stanhope. 
In February, 1719, the carl of Sunderland, having reſigned his place of 
prelident of the. privy-council to the duke of Kingſton, was ſworn in 
m of the ſtole and firſt gentleman of the bedchamber to his majeſty, 
whom he attended the following September, when he went to viſit his 
German dominions. After his return, in November, he was elected a 
knight. of the moſt noble order of the garter, and inſtalled with — 
Andor in May 1720. That ſame Fear his lordſhip again attended his 
majeſty to Hanover, and returned with him to England in November. 
Thongh upon the ſtricteſt enquiry in parliament into his conduct with 
telation to the famous South- Sea ſcheme, that made ſuch a noiſe that year, 
and by which ſuch numbers were reduced to poverty and diſtreſs, nothin 
blameable a againſt him; yet it was impoſſible to ſtifle the public 
clamour, füllen being then the ſame as certainty. His lordſhip, there- 
fore, being afraid left the public ſervice might ſuffer if he ſhonld continue 
longer in the treaſury, obtained leave to reſign his place of firſt commiſſioner, 
which was given to Mr. Walpole, afterwards Sir Robert Walpole and an 
of Orford, Notwithſtanding that, he enjoyed as large a ſhare of the royal 
favour ns he had ever done. In the ſeſſion of parliament that was opened 
in October 1721, his lordſhip alledging, that the privilege of entering 
proteſts had been much abuſed of late, and that it ſtood in need of ſome 
reſtraint, made a motion, which paſſed into a ſtanding order of the houſe, 
that ſuch lords as ſhall enter proteſtations, with reaſons, ſhall do the ſame 
before two o'clock the next fitting day, and fign them before the houſe 
riſes. This ſtems to have been the laſt act of public buſineſs in which his 
tordſhip was concerned, for he died on the 2 1ſt of April, 1722, and -was 
buried at Brinton. He was thrice married, firſt to Arabella, the youngeſt 
daughter and coheir of Henry Cavendiſh, duke of Newcallle ; ſecondly, to 
Anne, one of the daughters and coheirs of John Churchill, duke of Marlbo- 
rough; 8 to judith, — and coheir ot Benjamin Tichborne, 
Eſq; of Tichborne, in Hampſhire. By the firſt lady he had iſſue one 
daughter, Frances, who was married in 1717 to Henry, lord Wr 
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:fterwards earl of Carliſle ; by the ſecond, he had four ſons and two 
daughters. Ot the ſons Robert, the firſt born, died young ; the ſecond, 
called alſo Robert, ſucceeded his father, as earl of Sunderland ; Charles, 
the third, ſucceeded to the title of duke of Marlborough in right of his 
mother; John, the fourth, was grandfather to the preſent earl Spencer, 
Of the daughters, one was married to viſcount Batemen of the kingdom 
of Ireland, and by him had two ſons, the eldeſt of whom is the pre. 
ſent viſcount Bateman; and the other td the late duke of Bedford, by 
whom, as we have already obſerved, ſhe had one ſon, who died before 
her. By his third lady, he was the father of three children, who all died 


oung. * 
. , Robert, fourth earl of Sunderland, was abroad upon his travels at his 


father's death; and as he had been obliged by that event to return ſooner 
than he intended, he paſſed the ſeas a ſecond time, a few years after, but 
was unfortunately ſeized with a viclent fever at Paris, which put a period 
to his life, in November, 1729.

In 1750, he was nominated one of 
the lords juſtices, during his majeſty's abſence in Hanover, and elected one 
of the governors of the Charter-houſe, in room of the duke of Richmond, 
In 1752, he was again nominated one of the lords juſtices, while his maje 
was abroad in Germany. In 1755, he was made keeper of the privy-ſeal, 
and, the ſame year, nominated, a<third time, one of the lords juſtices for 
the adminiltration of the government in his majeſty's abſence. In 1757,

The earl of Suſſex 
was the queen's general againſt the rebels; but, either through affection 
for them, or inability, tlie rebellion had got to a great height when the 
earl of Rutland was appointed to ſerve under him as lieutenant general, 
and colonel of foot, and Was of the council of war; extraordinary pre- 
ferments to a young man, Who was yet a ward to the queen.

In 1598, 
he was made colonel of a regiment of foot in Ireland, where the carl of 
Eſſex knighted him for his gallant behaviour. It was perhaps there he 
con his intimacy with that earl. The hiſtory of that nubleman is 
well known, and nothing but the ties of OY could have attached 
the earl of Rutland to him, and even to his memory. February, 7, 
1601-2, the earl of Eſſex came to a raſh and fatal —— of going 
next day, being Sunday, to the cathedral of St. Paul's, and there to in- 
vite the citizens to join him againſt his enemies. The earl of Rutland 
proved of this reſolution, which was betrayed to queen Elizabeth. 
She ſent ſome of ber privy-counſellors to reaſon with Eſſex upon the ſub- 
/ jet; and he impriſoned them. After that he made a mad attempt, by 
ing into the city, to make an inſurrection in his favour. This at- 
tempt proved unſucceſsful ; and the earl of Rutland was one of the no- 
blemen who ſurrendered themſelves at Eſſex-houſe, to the mercy of the 
queen. Aſter this, his lordſhip was examined upon the charge of trea- 
7 againſt the earls of Eſſex and Southampton, both of whom were 
condemned to death. The earl of Rutland was confined in the Tower 
during the remainder of that unforgiving reign; and the earl of Eſſex 
having been conſidered as a kind of a martyr for the ſucceſſion of the kin 
of Sedtland, his lordſhip, upon the acceſſion of James to the crown

F a long train of illuſtrious anceſtors, diſtinguiſhed"by the higheſt ti- 
tles, and connected with the moſt auguſt and noble families m Europe, 
can Ugnify any name, that of Douglas hardly admits a rival. From 
them ſcented the family of Scoti, in Plaifance in Italy; the Riari- 
Scoti, in Bononia; the Mari-Scoti, in Mantua; the Baroni-Scoti, in 
Florence; and the Paperoni-Scoti, in Rome: and in St. Lawrence's 
church in Plaiſance, the family have twelve monuments. In Muſcovy 
and Sweden there have been ſevetal eminent perſons of this family. The 
ſiege of Dantzick in Poland was raiſed by the valour of one Douglas, a 
Scotſman ; in commemoration of which great action the inhabitants 
erected a'triumphal arch, which is fill called Douglas Port, or Gate; and 
the adjoining ſuburbs, in honour to the country of their hero, was called 
Little Scotland; which they ſtill retain.

A treaty, however, was at laſt An in De- 7 
cember 1552, by which the Marches, and all differences were amicably 
ſatled. The earl continued governor of Scotland till the year 1555, and 
then reſigned, in full parliament, to the queen's mother ; when his 
whole conduct was approved of, and he 3 declared next heir to 
the crown, failing heirs of the queen's body. When queen Mary return- 
ed from France, in 1561, the duke of Chattelherault was appointed one 
of the privy-council and, in 1566, ſent to France, to take care of her 
majeſty's intereſts there, where he continued, till the queen was forced 
to make a reſignation of the government in favour of her ſon, upon 
which he was called home, to be at the head of the Loyaliſts. After his. \ 
return, as he had exerted himſelf to the utmoſt to ger the earl of Murray, 
degraded from the regency, and the queen reftored, he was at laſt, not- 
withſtanding an agreement that had been entered into with the regent, 
ſent priſoner to the caſtle of Edinburgh, where: he continued, till the regent 
was put to death by James Hamilton of Bothwell-haugh, in the year 1570. 
The earl of Lenox-being then made regent, the duke, with his two ſons, 
and many more of the family, as being privy, or acceſſary to the murder 
of the earl of Murray, and zealous in ſupport of the queen's cauſe, were 
outlawed ; upon which he retired to France, where he remained till the 
heat of the civil war war over, and died ſoon after his return in 1575, be- 
ing then very old and infirm. By his lady, eldeſt daughter of James, earl 
Morton, he had four fons and four daughters.

| by, in Odober, 1555, was brought to-bed of a ſon, whom, on account 


their ſituation. in that country, they named Peregrine, that is, a ſtran- 

ger or foreigner : but being again reduced to a neceſſity of changing theit 
quarters bY the perſecuting ſpirit of thoſe. times, they removed to the 
town of Winheim, in the Palarinate, which they quitted in a ſhort time, 
and went to Poland, upon an invitation from the king of that country, 
who offered them not only his protection, but to ſupport them according 


to their rank. Upon their arrival, the king aſſigned them the earldom 
of Crozan, in Semigallia, for their place of reſidence, where they enjoyed 


a kind of independent juriſdictiop, till Providence was; pleaſed to put an 
end to their exile and troubles, by the death of queen Mary ; upon which 


they immediately returned to Boge and were reſtored to the poſſeſſion 


of their lands and effects. Lady Woughby died in. September, 1580; 

t Mr. Bertię, according to the; genealogical table of . family, lived 
till April, 1582, when he departed this lite and was buried at Spilſby, in 
the county of Lincoln; where it appears, by the inquiſition taken after 


his death, that he was poſſeſſed of a large eſtate. Beſides the ſon men- 


tioned above, he had a daughter alſo by lady Willoughby, named Suſan, 
who. was twice married; firit, to Reginald Grey, earl of Kent; and, after 


bis death, to Sir John Wingfield; knight. A. 


Peregrine, the only ſon of Mr. Bertie and lady Willouy bby, upon the 
death of his mother, petitioned. the queen to be admitted to the dignity 
and honours of a baron in her right. In conſequence of this, he was ſum- 


moned to parliament in January, 1580, by the title of Jord Willbughby . 


of Ereſby, and took his feat in that auguſt aſſembly next to lord Zo 
of Harringworth, according to the ſeniority of that barony. In 1582, 
he was one of the noble perſons, who, by order of the queen, attended 
the duke of Anjou from England to Antwerp; and that ſame year carried 
the enfigns of the Garter to Frederic king of Denmark.

prgihip fignalized himſelf greatly in dhe Netherlands, being an 
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the army that was ſent thither under the command of the earl of Leiceſter. 
In particular, he encountered Creſſiac, comander of the Albanian horſe, 
the beſt troops in the Spaniſh army, hand to hand, in a battle near Zut- 

u, unhorſed him, and took him priſoner. So great was the reputation 

had acquired there, that, when the Earl of Leiceſter was recalled, he 
was appointed to ſucceed him in the chief command of the army; but, 
nevertheleſs, was bound up by his commiſſion to conſult Sir William Pel- 
ham in every meaſure, and to do nothing without his approbation. In 
1588, the duke of Parma, the Spaniſh governor of the -Countries, 
Jad ſiege to Bergen-op-Zoom; but it was fo gallantly defended by lord 
Willoughby, that che duke was obliged at laſt to raiſe the fiege, and re- 
tire. Upon the aſſaſſination of Henry III. of France, Henry the I'Vth 
having applied in his diſtreſs to the queen, beſides ſupplying him with a 
large Fun of money, and other important ſervices, -ſhe ſent immediate or- 
ders to lord Willoughby to march to his aſſiſtance, at the head of four 
thouſand Engliſ troops, who contributed greatly io the ſucceſſes of that 
campaign; for, not to mention other inſtances, they aflified at the 
fieges of Eſtampes and Joinville, and were very inſtrumental in the taking 
of Vendoſme, Mons, Falais, Lugon, and Harfleur. But that brave body 
of troops having been ſuddenly recalled and diſbanded, lord Willoughby, 
ſomewhat diſguſted, retired to the Spa, in Germany, under pretence of 
his health: however, we find his lordſhip, at the time of his death, in 
1601, governor of Berwick, a poſt of the utmoſt conſequence before the 
union of the two kingdoms, By his lady, daughter of John Vere, earl of 


Oxford, ſiſter and, heir of the whole blood to Edward, the ſeventeenth earl 


of that place, that bore the name of Vere, he had iſſue five ſons, and one 
daughter. His ſons were, Robert, his ſucceſſor ; Peregrine, created a 
knight of the Bath, who died in 1640, and had iſſue by his wife Marga-

THOMAS Egerton; a natural ſon of Sir Richard Egerton, of Ridley 
in Cheſhire, was the founder of this family. He was born towards 
the end of the reign of Henry VIII. and bred to the law, in which he 
became ſo eminent, that, in 1581, he was 8 ſolicitor- general to 
queen Elizabeth, and, in 1592, was knighted, and advanced to the at- 
torney-generalſhip. "Theſe were but preludes to his further elevation; 
for, in the thirty-fixth of Elizabeth, he was appointed maſter of the 
Rolls, and, two years after, lord keeper ; ſtill continuing, nevertheleſs, 
maſter of the Rolls, till king James aſcended the throne of England, 
ev eee, e 5 in favour of Edward Bruce, lord Kinloſs, an- 
ceſtor to the late earl of Ayleſbury. It appears from the general hiſtories 
of queen Elizabeth's reign, that he was deeply con in almoſt eve- 
ry tranſaction of importance towards the latter end of it. Soon after the 
acceſſion of James I. he was raiſed to the degree of a baron, by the title 
of lord Ell , and to the high office of lord chancellor of England. In 
1610, he was choſen chancellor of the univerfity of Oxford, which of- 
fice he held till the 24th of January, 1617. His pi oy to be ſeen, 
dreſſed in his lord chancellor's habit, in the gallery over ſchools in 
that univerſity. In-1616, he was appointed lord high ſteward for the 
trial of Robert, earl of Somerſet, and Frances his wife; and, the ſame 
r, letters patent were alſo iſſued, creating him viſcount Brackley. 
He bon after reſigned the office of lord high chancellor, which, by his 
recommendation, was conferred on Sir Francis Bacon; and, on the 15th 
of March, 1617, departed this life, at York-houſe, in the Strand, in 
the 77th. year of his age. He was buried, according to his order, in a 
private manner, at Dodleſton, in Cheſhire. By his firſt lady, daughter 
of Thomas Ravenſcroſt, of Bretton, in the county of Flint, he had iſſue 
two ſons and two daughters.

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T H E ſurname of Scot is undoubtedly very ancient in North Britain. 
Some ſay, it was firſt aſſumed in the reign of Malcolm Kenmore, 
or Greathead, who was cotemporary with William the Con r. But 
the firſt of the name, whom we ſettled upon the bo of Scot- 
land, and from whom the family we are now going to treat of is more 
immediately deſcended, was Ri Scot, who in 3 of Alex- 
ander II. married Alicia, one of the daughters and coheireſſes of Henry 
de Molla, and with her got a fair eſtate in the county of Roxburgh. 
William Scot, his ſon, who ap as a witneſs to ſeveral charters granted 


about that time, was the father of Sir Richard, who flouriſhed in the 


reign of Alexander III. and married the daughter an / heireſs of Mar- 
thockſtone, or Murdieſtone, of that place; by whom he got a conſiderable 
eſtate in the county of Lanerk. He wðas one of the great barons who 
ſwore fealty to Edward II. of England, for lands lying in that county. 
Sir Michael, his ſon, was in great favour with king David Bruce, and 
loſt his life at the battle of Durham, in 1346. Robert, the ſon of Sir 
Michael, made a conſiderable figure in the reign of Robert II. and was 
ſucceeded by Sir Walter of Murdieſtone, and Rankelburn, who performed 
many glorious actions in the ſervice of his king and country, and was 
killed at the battle of Homildon, in 1402. Sir Walter, beſides the lands 
juſt mentioned, appears to have been poſſeſſed alſo of the barony of Kir-. 
kurd. Sir Robert, his ſon, made a donation of the lands of Hinkery, 
in Selkirkſhire, to the monks of Melroſs, pro /alute anime ſux, that is, 
for the health of his ſoul.

Sir Walter, Robert, and William. Sir Walter was a man of great me- 
nit, and often employed to manage matters of the higheſt importance 
with the Engliſh ; for he was often both a negociator, and conſervator of 
truces and treaties of peace with that nation.

age. The firſt oportunity that offered of ſerving his country, was in the 
year 1680, when an expedition was intended againſt the Moors, and to 
raiſe the ſiege of Tangier, which long voyage and ive = enterprize 
his lordſhip readily undertook, and on the twelfth of June, the ſame 
year, was actually embarked at Portſmouth, to go on that ſervice, under 
the earl of Mulgrave (afterwards duke of Buckinghamſhire) who was ap- 
inted commander in chief, But other meaſures being concerted, and 
e expedition laid afide, his lordſhip returned to court, and ſoon after, 
on the eleventh of September, 1680, was appointed maſter of the horſe 
er Catharine, conſort to king Charles II.

ſult with Monf Dykvelt (whom the prince of Orange intruſted ro manage 
his affairs in England) and to concert with him ſuch advices and adver- 
tiſements, as might be fit for the prince to know, whereby he might go- 
vern himſelf; and often met at che earl of Shrewſbury's, where they con-

bis highneſs to engage. It alſo appears, that he was principally intruſted 
by the earl of Ort, who went over to Holland, and had the'prince'g 
direction for the management of the grand affair of the Revolution, 
Matters being concluded on, his lordſhip, with the duke of Devon- 
ſhire, and the earl of Danby, undertook for the North; and retiring inta 
their ſeveral counties, the lord Lumley, by his intereſt and friends, ſe- 
cured the important town of Newcaſtle, which declared for the prince ſoon 
" after his landing; He was afterwards no leſs inſtrumental, by his intereſt 
and arguments in the houſe of peers, in gaining the vote that the throne 
Was vacant, as alſo that the prince and princeſs of Orange ſhould be de- 
clared king and queen of England.

univerſity of N N With theſe great honours and employments, 
+ likewiſe the ſo diſpenſer. of the king's favours, in the diſtrĩbu- 
tion of which he was guided more by the rules of appetite than judgment, 
and exalted almoſt all his own numerous family and uke: In 
the mean time he ſo failed in his duty to prince Charles, that he was at 
one time very near ſtrik ing his highneſs, who had therefore conceived 
the greateſt indignation againſt him; but he had the art thoroughly to re- 
move this, and entirely Exed himſelf in his favour, by being the ſole 
contriver of that moſt extraordinary journey which they took into Spain, 
in 1623- While they continued in that kingdom, the Spaniards diſ- 
relidhed him for the great familiarity he uſed towards the prince, which, 
together with his perſonal animoſity againſt the duke of Olivarez, the ole 
favourite of the Spaniſh court, was the reaſon that this journey had no 
other effect, than entirely to diſſolve the Spaniſh match, ſo many years 
in agitation. During his abode in Spain (on the eighteenth of Mav) he 
added to his other titles, thoſe of earl of Coventry and duke of Bucking- 
ham ; and on his return from thence, he was made lord warden of the 

Cinque Ports, and-ſteward of the manor of Hampton-court. The prince's 

ſafe return to England was not caly infinite delight to the king, but was 

accompanied with the moſt univerſal rejcicing throughout the kingdom, that 
the nation had ever been acquainted with; in which the duke had ſo full 
aſhare, that the imprudence and preſumption in carrying the prince into 

Spain, were totally I, or not remembered with any reference to 

hup; and the merit and obligation in bringing him home, kighl magni- 

bed every where. However, the undertaking of this journey had been 
ſo contrary to the king's inclination, that 33 he never really af-

After the death of that monarch, the duke continued in the ſame degree 
of favour with Charles I. which he had enjoyed for many years under his 
father ; and in May, 1625, was ſent to France, to conduct into England 
the queen, Henrietta Maria; in which embaſſy he had the ambition to 
fix his eyes upon, and dedicate his moſt violent affection to Anne of Au- 
| fria, the queen of France, and to purſue it with mott importunate ad- 
| dreſſes. But being diſappointed in that affair, he took all opportunities 
to incenſe the king againſt France, and to diſpoſe him. to 5 the Pro- 

teſtants of that nation againſt their prince ; and at the ſame time to alien- 
ate his majeſty's heart from his young queen. After his return from 

France, he was employed, in conjunction with the earl of Holland, at the 

Hague, for entering into a league with the States of the United Provin- 
ces, againſt the emperor ind king af Spain. But the ſame year, finding 
himfelf attacked in parliament, as the public grievance of the nation, he 
perſuaded his majeſty to an abrupt diſſolution of that aſſembly. At the 
coronation of the king, on the ſecond of Feb. 1625-6, he was lord high- 
conſtable for the occaſion; but being impeached in the parliament, that 
ſat four days after, of high crimes and miſdemeanors, in thirteen articles, 
the king, impatient of all proceedings againſt him, immediately diſſolved 
it, though at a eriſis when he was actually engaged in a war with Spain; 
and though within a month after the diſſolution, a new war was entered 
into againſt France, in which the duke being employed both as admiral 
and general, proved very unſucceſsful in the deſcent: upon the Iſle of Rhee, / 
in Auguſt, 1627. To repair the diſgrace of this, he reſolved upon a ſe- 

d expedition againſt the French, and accordingly, in Auguſt the year 
following, he came to Portſmouth, to ſee that all things were put in or- 
der for the ſervice, and intended to embark there for the relief of Ro- 
chelle, then beſieged by the French king; but while he was there, one 
John Felton, born in Suffolk, and bred a ſoldier, but of a melancholy \ 
conſtitution, being lieutenant in Sir James Ramſey's regiment, preſled 
into an inner chamber, where he was at breakfaſt with Monſieur Soubiez, 
Sir Thomas Fryer, and divers other perſons of quality.

On the 
twenty. ſecond of July, that ſame year, he was advanced to the title of 
baron — 2 Woodhouſe; and, on the tenth of De- 
cember following, to that of viſcount Wentworth. He was likewiſe ap- 
pointed lord · preſident of the North, and one of the privy- council ; and 
in January, 1631-2, lord - deputy of Ireland. His lauy's „in Octo- 
der 1631, was n ſenſible loſs to him; but in the ſame month, the year 
following, he privately married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Godfrey 
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He entered upon his government in Ireland in July, 1633; and the 
following ſummoned a parhament there, who granted three fubſidies; 
virtue of which, and his prudent management thereof, he paid an ar- 
rear of eighty thouſand pounds, due before his arrival, and all the fala- 
ries, civil and military, without any-charge to England, beſides what elſe 
he advanced to his majeſty's purſe. e in Ireland till June, 
1636, when he came over to England, and gave the king, in full council 
at Hampton- court, an account of his adminiſtration in Ireland, concern - 
ing the reſtitution of the rights of the church, the eſtabliſhing of Engliſh 
laws, the reformation of the army, the king's revenue and diſcharge of 
his debts, the ſecuring the ſeas, and the advancement of trade, &c. with 
ſome future deſigns for his majeſty's ſervice in that kingdom. His lord- 
ſhip's conduct, in all theſe reſpects, being highly approved, he returned 
to his government of Ireland in the end of November, where he continued 
till September, 1639; when having · ſecured the northern parts of that 
kingdom againſt the deſigns of the Scots there, he came over to England 
by is majeſty's order, who wanted his aſſiſtance in the perplexed ſtate of 
his affairs ariſing from the jealouſies of his ſubjects. His lordſhip, how- 
ever, gave ſo fatisfaftory an account of the ſituation of Ireland, during 
his adminiſtration, as N fog „that he was advanced to the digni 
of lord-licutenant ; and was, by letters patent, bearing date the wolf 
of January, 1639, created baron of Raby, in Durham, with limitation 
in failure of iſſue-male, to his younger brothers; alſo earl of Straftord. 
His advice now to his majeſty was, for a parliament in Ireland, which 
was immediately ſummoned ; and aft s for a parliament in England, 
againſt the beginning of the next year. In Lent following he returned to 
Ireland, where he continued about a fortnight, in which time he fat in 
parliament ; hd four ſubſidies given there; appointed a council of war; 
and gave orders to levy eight thouſand foot in Ireland, who, together with 
two thouſand foot, and a thouſand horſe, which was the ſtanding army in 
Ireland, and five hundred horſe to be joined with them, were to be ſent 
into Scotland under his lordſhip's command, at the ſame time that the 
earl of Northumberland was to be general of the Engliſh forces. In 
April he came over into England, arriving at London before the meeting 
of the ſhort parliament; after the diſſolution of which, and upon the in- 
diſpoſition of the earl of Northumberland, he was made lieutenant-gehe- 
ral of the Engliſh forces, and ſent into the North, where the Engliſh army 
was; but before he reached them, they were defeated at Newborne, un- 
der the command of lord Conway. owever, the earl's conduct was fo 
highly approved of by his majeſty, that, on the twelfth of September, 
1640, ke was elected a knight of the Garter, But this diſtinction was a 
very ſhort-lived fatisfaftion to him; for, upon the meeting of the parlia- 
ment in November following, the leading members, { y confederating 
with thoſe whoſe principles were anti-monarchical, and whom _—_ 
could pleaſe but the abſolute extirpation of the religion eſtabliſhed, an 
the total ruin of the government, whereby they might ſhare the revenues 
of both church and king, attempted the removal of every thing that they 
thought would impede their deſigns. They firſt began with this incom- 
parable nobleman, exhibiting a ch of high-treaſon againſt him;

theleſs, by certain unjuſtifiable devices, they at length paſſed a ſpecial bill

And having ſo done, by ſundry other indirect practices, they extorted 
from that 5070 king, his royal aſſent thereunto, and then beheaded him 
at Tower-hill, on the tweltth of May next enſuing, 1641. An act ſo 
truly unjuſt and cruel, that not only ſome of thoſe Who had been ſeduced 
to concur with them herein, when they themſelves came afterwards to be 
deſtroyed by the hands of the common executioner, infinitely bewailed 
and repented thereof; but which lay heavy upon the corticience of that 
' moſt pious and devout martyr (the King himſelf) when he ſuffered death 
by that barbarous generation; in whole deſtruction they had deſigned the 
utter ruin and extirpation of, this formerly. flouriſhing and famous mo- 
narchy. His lerdſhip's body was buried at Wentwor tn. 
He was extremely teyiperate in his diet, drinking, and recreations, 
but naturally very . choleric, .an_infirmity which he endeavoured to con- 
trou! ; though, upon ſudden occaſions, it broke through all reſtraints, 
He was fincere and zealous in his friendſhips. Whitlocke aſſutes us, that, 
for natural parts and abilities, and for improvement of knowledge, by 
experience in the greatelt affairs, for wiſdom, - faithfulneſs, and Moy 
of mind, he left fe behind him that might be ranked equal with him, 
Of all his paſſions, pride was moſt predominant, which a moderate exer- 
ciſe of I fortune might have corrected and reformed, and which the hand 
of heaven ſtrangely puniſhed, by bringing his deſtruction upon him by 
two things that he molt deſpiſed, the people, and Sir Henry Vane. In 
a word, the epitaph which Plutarch Wn" 59 that Sylla wrote for himſelf, 
may not unfitly be applied to bim, J“ that no man ever did exceed him, 
either in Going good to his friends, or in doing miſchief to his enemies ;” 
for his acts of both kinds are notorious, ED 
His lordſhip's iſſue by his laſt wife were, a ſon and a daughter, Tho. 
mas and Margaret, who both died unmarried. ' By his ſecond lady he was 
father of two daughters; Anne, married to Edward Watſon, lord Rock. 
ingham; and Arabella, married to Jultin Maccartie, ſecond ſon of Do- 
nagh, car] of Clincartie ; alſo a ſon and heir, N g ee 
William Wentworth, ſecond earl, born june 8, 1626, Who was, on 
the firſt of December, 1665, by letters patent, reſtored to all his father's 
Honours, having been inſtalled knight of the Garter, on the fifteenth of 
April, 1661. He was of the privy-council to king Charles II. He mar. 
Tied, firſt, Henrietta-Maria, daughter of James Stanley, earl of Derby, 
who was beheaded by the rebels. She was widow of Richard, lord Mo- 
lineux. By this lady, who died on the twenty-ſeventh of December, 
1685, and was buried in York-minſter, he had no iſſue, His ſecond lad 
(Henrietta de Roye de la Rochefoucauld, daughter to Frederic Charles de 
Roye de la Rochefoucaule, earl of Rouci and Roye, knight of the moſt 
noble order of the Elephant, and generaliſſimo of the armies of the king 
of Denmark) died iſſüeleſs on the eleventh” of November, 1732, His 
lordſhip dying on the fixteeath of October, 1695, left the bulk of his 
eſtate to his ſiſter's ſon, Thomas Watſon, eſquire, third fon. of Edward, 
lord Rockingham, by the lady Ante, his eldeſt ſiſter, who thereupon 
changed his name to Wentworth, whoſe ſon was created marquis of Rock- 
"Ingham. This branch thus expiring, and with it all the honours of the

Sir William Wentworth, of Aſhby, in the county of Lincoln, third 
fon of the firſt baronet of this family. Having been knighted, he took 
up arms for king Charles I. and was commander of thoſe forces. under 
William Cavendiſh, marquis of Newcaſtle, who were beſieged in York 
three months ; and, at the breaking up of the fiege, this Sir William was 
ſlain on the third of July, 1644. He married Elizabeth, daughter and

Wakefield ſchool) in Yorkſhire, by whom he had iſſue two ſons, William 
and Thomas, the latter of which died young, and aà daughter, Anne, 
married to Edward Skinner, of Thornton college, in Lincolnſhire, eſquire.

Sir William Wentworth, was a knight, and lived at Northgate head, 


in Wakefield. He married Iſabella, daughter of Sir Allen Apſley, Kant. 
treaſurer of the houſhold to the duke of York, by whom he had iſſue fix 
daughters, She died July 31, 1733, aged eighty years ; Elizabeth, who 
died young ; Frances-Arabella, maid of honour to queen Mary, conſort: 
to king James II. married Walter, lord Bellew, of the kingdom of Ire- 
land; Anne, maid of honour to the princeſs of Denmark. (after queen 
Anne) married James Donolan, of the kingdom of Ireland, eſquire; Iſa- 
bella, maid of honour to queen Anne, and after one of the bedchamber- 
women to her majeſty, married Francis Arundel, of Stoke-park, in 
Northamptonſhire ; Mary, died young ; Elizabeth, married John, lord 
Arundel, of Trerice. Alfo five ſons; William Wentworth, died in 
Flanders, unmarried, 1693; Thomas Wentworth ; Peter Wentworth, 
ſeated at Henbury, in the county of Glouceſter, was firſt equerry to the 


duke of Glouceſter, afterwards. to prince George of Denmark, queen 


Anne, George I. and laſtly, to queen Caroline. He married Juliana, 
daughter of Thomas Hoard, of Coat, in the county of Oxford, by whom 
he had eleven children, all of whom, except a daughter, Henrietta, and 
a fon, William, died young. Henrietta married Thomas, ſon of Francis 


Arundel, abovementioned ; and William, who became ſeated at Henbury, 


in Dorſetſhire, had a cornet's commiſſion in the royal regiment of dra- 
ns when he was but two years old, and continued in the regiment forty- 

ree years, being captain of a troop therein at the battles of Dettingen 
and Fontenoy. fie was gentleman - uſher to the late prince of Wales, and 
afterwards in the ſame poſt to her late royal highneſs * princeſs-dowager. 
He married, on the twenty - third of October, 1731, Suſannah, daughter 
of John Slaughter, of Upper Slaughter-hall, in the county of Glouceſter, 
by whom he had iſſue a ſon and two daughters, Frederic Thomas, Caro- 
line, who died in 1762, and Auguſta, Paul Wentworth was killed at 


- the fiege of Namur, 1695, unmarried; Allen Wentworth, page to king 


William III. and a cornet in his brother's regiment of dragoons, was 
killed at the ſiege of Liege, unmarried, October 23, 1702. Sir William 
Wentworth, the father of theſe children, died in 1691. We now proceed 
with the ſecond ſon, 


Thomas Wentworth, firſt earl of the ſecond creation, who, on the 


death of his couſin, William, earl of Strafford, in 1695, inherited the 
dignity of baronet by deſcent, and the barony of Raby, which (as ſaid 
before) was limited to the brothers of Thomas, earl of Nrafford. | 
At the time of the Revolution, being then a younger brother,. he was 
wade cornet in the lord Colcheſter's (after earl Rivers's) regiment of 
"wife © hp M m m 2 a pDuorſe, 
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horſe, and his commiſſion was ſigned by the prince of Orange, Decem- 
ber 31, 1688, which was before he was declared king ; and was (thoagh 
then very young) commanded into Scotland, where he. made his firſt cam- 
ien in the Highlands, aguinſt the lord Dundee and his forces. He af- 
N ſerved every campaign with king William in Flanders, where 
His elder brother, who was his captain, died of a fever at Bruſſels, con- 
ale the field, and his two younger brothers, Paul and Allen, were 
illed in his preſence ; one at the fiege of Namur, and the other at Liege, 
as before - mentioned. f 4 
HFlis lordſhip was commanded on the detachment that made the van- 
d' at the . of Steinkirk, which appeared before the French by 
reak of day, and reſted in their ſight till after ſun ſet, and then made the 
rear- guard of the army. And of the \ ſquadron of which he was, there 
came not fifty off alive out of two hundred and fifty, Whereupon, on 
the report of his behaviour in that action, by major-general Dumprie, in

On the deceaſe of William, earl of Strafford, he ſucceeded to the title 
of lord Raby, and was introduced into the houſe of peers, November 25, 
1695.

Zell at the Goor, his lordſhip' was choſen to be one of the few of his court

In 1700, he was ſent by king William to congratulate Frederic I. king 
of Pruſfta, when by the emperor's conſent he aſſumed that title; and, on 
July 5, 1701, his lordſhip arriving from Berlin, at the Hague, ſet out 
the ſame day from Rotterdam to embark for England. He continued in 
t favour with his ſovereign to the time of his death. That day the 
ing had the fall from his horſe (of which he died) he was ſeeing his re- 
giment embark at Greenwich for Flanders ; but on his return, his lordſhip 
was every day, with his majeſty till he expired.

In 1705, he had the character of ambaſſador-extraordinary to the king 
of Pruſſia, and made his public entry into Berlin, April 7, 1706, and, 
though in that poſt, he ſerved the duke of Marlborough the campaign, 
in which he forced the French lines, and took Menin, Oſtend, &c. at 
which ſieges he was afliſting in 1706. In his return from the army, he 
waited on the elector of e October z, and, after a week's 
ſtay, proceeded to Berlin on his embaſſy. And whilſt he was there, 
28 1, 1706-7,” was conſtituted ee e of her majeſty's 
orces. Alſo on January 14, N. S. following, the king of Pruſſia, with 
the prince and princeſs royal (daughter of the elector of Hanover) dined | 
with his lordſhip at Berlin, which was the firſt time of their royal high- 
neſſes dining abroad after they were married; and, June 9, 1707, the 
king and the prince royal did his lordſhip the honour to ſup-with him at 
his houſe of retirement near Berlin, He had the ſame year credential let- 
ters to the Imperial court, to which the queen had a mind to remove him, 
to have his ſervice there; but at the preſſing deſire of the king of Pruſſia, . 
he was continued OA cn at his court, till he ſucceeded 
the lord viſcount Townſend, as ambaſſador-extraordinary to the States- 
general, viz. in March, 1710-11. And a treaty of peace being then in 


agitation, his lordſhip was ſent for to England, to concert meaſures re- 


lating thereto ; and on his arrival was ſworn of the.privy-council, June 
14, 1711. 


And her majefty taking into conſideration his great merits and ſervices, - | 


was pleaſed to advance him, to the dignities of earl and viſcount, by the 
ſtile and title of earl of Strafford, viſcount Wentworth, of Wentworth 
Woodhouſe, and of Stainborough, in Yorkſhire, with remainder to his 
brother, Peter Wentworth, eſquire, and his iſſue male, by letters patent, 
bearing date September 4, 1711; 10 queen Anne. 

His lordſhip ſoon after returned to the Hague; and being again ſent 
for by her majeſty, arrived at London the fifteenth-of May, 17123 after 
which, having received inſtructions to go to the army (though ambaſſador- 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary for the treaty of Utrecht) he accordin 
ly left London the twenty-third of June following, being ordered by 
queen firſt to the Hague, to invite the States-general to join with her ma- 
Jelly in a ceſſation of arms, on the French giving up Dunkirk to the Eng- 

iſh. On their refufing to comply with the queen's meaſures, he went, 
purſuant to his inſtructions, with a very few domeſtics (not ſtaying for an 
eſcort) up to the late duke of Ormond, then encamped at Chateau Cam- 
breſis, and in his way thither was in ſome danger, being * and ex- 
amined by ſeveral parties, as well French and Spaniards, as Dutch, Im- 
perialiſts, &c. Haring executed his commiſſion, by ſeeing the ceſſation 
of arms declared between the French and Engliſh, on Dunkirk's being 
Put into the queen's hands, he returned to Utrecht through Life, Tour-

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nay, Oftend, Bruges, Ghent, and Bruſſels, and had all the honours paid 
him as to a crowned head, as well by the Dutch as the others, being ſa- 
luted by a treble diſcharge of the cannon round the towns as he paſſed, 
and by part of the ſeveral garriſons under arms to receive him. After 
having ſtaid two days at Bruſſels to give the neceſſary orders (the Catholic 
Netherlands being then equally under the adminiftration of the queen and 
States-general) he 'paſſed through Antwerp, where on his arrival he was 
ſaluted by the cannon round the town and works, was met by the prince 
_ Efquilatchy, governor of the town, and carried to his palace, where he 
lay, and was moſt magnificently treated, The magiſtrates waited on him 
in their formalities, made him a handſome ſpeech, and preſented him with 
ſeveral large flagons of wine, and other things, brought in by the ſeveral 
burghers of the town, and their under officers, in great numbers; and 
the next morning, on his departure, he was again falured with a treble 
diſcharge of cannon round the town and ramparts, as at his entrance. 
On his arrival at Utrecht, the negociation for the treaty of e Was 
continued by his Tordſhip, and the lord privy-ſeal, with the ſeveral mi- 

niſters of all the foreign powers of Europe, And being again ſent for to 
England, he was, at a chapter held at Windſor, October 26, 1712, elected 
a knight companion of the moſt noble order of the Garter; but being 
again ſent in her majeſty's ſervice beyond the ſeas, was inſtalled by pro 
at Windſor, on the fourth of Auguſt following. Whilſt he was abroad, 
he was highly eſteemed by ſeveral foreign princes, eſpecially by the princeſs 
Sophia, who often, with the queen of Pruſſia, dined with him at Berlin: 
and when abſent, kept almoſt a continnal correſpondence by letters. And 
the kings of Denmark and Poland, having an interview with the king of 
Pruſſia, thoſe three kings, with the queen of Pruſſia, dined together at his 
lordſhip's, and made him areſent of their pictures at full length in one 


2 in memory of his having treated three kings and a queen at the 


time. He was, at the demiſe of queen Anne, plenipotentiary for 
the treaty of Utrecht; and by a diftin& appointment, ambaſſador extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary to the States-general, lieutenant- general of 
her majeſty's forces, colonel of the firſt regiment of dragoons, firſt lord of 
the admiralty, appointed Auguſt 29, 1712, and of her cabinet and privy- 


Council. The treaties of Utrecht were ſigned at his lordſhip's houſe at 


Utrecht (though in the annals of you Anne, by miſtake, it is printed as 
- figned at the lord privy- ſeal's houſe) between the queen of Great Britain, 
France, Spain, Portugal, Pruflia, the States-general, duke of Savoy, and 
all the allies, except the emperor, on the eleventh of April, 1713. As 
firſt lord of the e, de was by act of parliament one of the lords 
juſtices for the adminiſtration of the kingdom, till the arrival of George 
I. from Hanover, who on his coming to the Hague to embark for Eng- 
land, ſhewed him particular marks of his eſteem, even ſo far as to come 
publickly with his royal highneſs the prince of Wales, our late ſovereign, 
to the earl's houſe, where he played at ombre with his lady among a great 
many foreign miniſters, and many other perſons of diftinftion ; and when 
the king was ſtepping into the boat to embark for England, it was ob- 
ſerved; that he took leave of the earl in a moſt kind and diſtinguiſhed 
manner.

himſelf, never ſuffered him to contrive bold counſels.“ | 

Cromwell ſent a warrant to colonel Hammond for ſecuring Mr. 
Legge, Mr. Aſtburnham, and Sir John Berkley; but the colonel deſired 
to forbear the execution thereof, ill he might know the pleaſure of the 
houſes : ** In regard, (as he ſaid) if thoſe 'gentlemen ſhould be appre- 
hended, it would be dificule for him to ſecure the perſon of his 
majeſty.” And that the king ſaid, “If theſe gentlemen ſhould be taken 
from him, and puniſhed-as evil doers, for counſelling him not to go out 
of the kingdom, but rather to come to this place, for the more conveni- 
ency as to ſettlement of peace, and for  endeavouring it accordingly, in

T HIS noble family is deſcended from Simon Cowper,. ſheriff of 
1 London in the fourth year of king Edward II. John Cowper, of 
St. Michael's, Cornhill, a deſcendant of Simon's, was one of the ſherifts 
of London in 1551, and alderman of Bridge ward. Sir John Cowper, 
his eldeſt fon, ſeated at Ratling-court, in the county of Kent, in 44641, 
was created a baronet of England, and, next year, knighted at Theo- 
bal4's. He afterwards reſided at the caſtle of Hertford,” where he became 
eminent for his hoſpitality and charity, making it his bufineſs, in the 
decline of life, to viſit and relieve his poor neighbours at their houſes ; 
and died much lamented in 1664. By his wife, Martha, daughter of 
- Tames Maſters, of Eaſt-Langdon, in Kent, Eſq; and ſiſter to Sir dward 
aſters, knight, he had iſſue fix ſons and three daughters. Sir William 
Cowper, his grandſon, ſerved in the two laſt parliaments called king 
Charles I. for Hertford ; and was ns of thoſe who preſented reaſons for 
the indictment of James, duke of York, for not coming to [church ; 
and, after the revolution, he ſerved. in ſeveral other parliaments for 
the ſame place. He married Sarah, ati. wy of Sir William Holled, of 
London, and left iſſue two ſons; the eldeſt, William, was his ſucceſſor 
as baronet; and Spencer, the younger, upon the acceſſion of Gear 
I. was appointed attorney-general to the prince of Wales, af 
chief Fuſtice of Cheſter, and chancellor of the duchy of Lancaſter, and, 
at laſt, one of the judges of the court of Common-pleas. He died in 
1728, leaving a numerous iſſue by his ſecond wife, Th widow. of 
John Stepney, Eſq... *; ' IF, 8 
Sir William, che elder brother, became till more eminent in the pro- 
feflion of the law ; for ſoon after his being called to the bar, he was a 
pointed recorder of Col: heſter ; was of council to the crown in he 
reign of king William, and alſo in that of queen Anne, till OQober, 
1705, when he was keeper of the great feal, and ſworn of the privy- 
council. In 1706, he was created a peer of England, by the ſtile and 
title of lord Cowper, baron Cowper, of Wingham; and appointed one 
of the commiſſioners to treat of an union between England and Scotland ; 
in 1707, lord high chancellor of Great-Britain ; which office he held till 
the grand revolution in politics, in 1710 upon the demiſe of the queen, 
one of the lords juſtices of the kingdom, till the arrival of George I. 
when he was reſtored to his office of lord chancellor ; in 1716, lord high 
ſteward of Great-Britain, for the trial of the rebel lords; and, in March 
1717, was created viſcount Fordwich, and earl Cowper. He was alſo 
lord-lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Hertford, one of 
the governors of the Charter-houſe, and fellow of the Royal Society. It 
is obſerved, to the honour of this nobleman, that he was the firit lord 
chancellor who refuſed the new-year's gifts, which it had been c ary - 
for the council to preſent ; and alſo, that he foreſaw, and oppoſed the 
deſtructive meaſures purſued in 1720, by the South-ſea directors, and 
ſome of the miniſtry. His lordſhip was twice married: by his firſt lady, 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Booth, of London, merchant, he had 
only one ſon, who died young, By his ſecond, daughter of John Claver-
